COOKING IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The Kitchen Garden Association Wants 
a Chance to Teach It There. 

A large delegation of ladies waitea upon 
the Board of Education last evening, among 
them being Mrs. Charles Hénrotin, Mrs. 8. 
M. Nickerson, Mrs. A. C. McClurg, Mrs. H. I. 
Cobb, and Mrs. P. P. Heywood. They pre- 
sented the following petition, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Schools with 
power toact: 

“The ladies of the Kitchengarden Associa 
tion are convinced that grave questions of Na- 
tional morality and physical well-being de- 
pend on the knowledge possessed by the 
women ot the country of domestic economy, 
especially on their knowledge of elementary 
cooking and the chemical preparation of 
food. The only efficient method ef ac- 
complishing this end is to teach 
as a science household economy 
in the public and mission schools. It is a 
sufficient fact that while women are crowd- 
ing into the labor market to compete with 
men the number of skilled workingwomen in 
the domestic arts is decreasing, while the 
demands for them are increasing. The asso- 
ciation. is especially impressed with the 
great need there is for us as a 
nation to learn the importance and duty 
of economy in the use of our food material, 
if the health of our rapidly increasing popu- 
lation 1s to be secured. The solutior of this 
problem belongs to women. They must 
solve it, and the Kitchengarden Association 
feels that girls should be so educated that they 
can deal intelligently with this matter in 
their homes and lives. The ladies of 
the Kitchengarden Association, through 
this committee, submit to your hon- 
orable board the following proposal, and beg 
for it your favorable consideration: That 
the association be allowed to teach 
classes in elementary cooking in one 
school district, whichever one your 
honorable board may choose to select, the 
instruction to be given under the control of 
the Superintendent of Public Schools and 
the Principal of the school in which the 
work is carried on. The association will 
assume all the expense and provide compe- 
tent teachers. 

Mr. Peck, Chairman of the Committee on 
School Sites and District Boundaries, re- 
ported the following recommendations for 
the location of new schools the present 
year: Thirty-sixth and Gage streets, fif- 
teen rooms, $47,000; Oakley avenue, be- 
tween Brem and Rhine streets, fifteen 
rooms, $47,000/ Hinman and California ave- 
nue, six rooms, 830000; Lawndale and Huron 
streets, six rooms, $30,000. The report was 
adopted and sent to the Council for its con- 
currence. The board also decided to adver- 
tise for a school site between Napoleon piace, 
Thirty-first streeet, Clark, and Stewart ave- 
nue. Adjourned. 


LENA BODEMER CANNOT BE FOUND. 
A 17-Year-Old Girl Has Been Migsing for = 


_ Fortnight. 

The polioe are for another young 
girl who has mysteri disappeared. Her 
name is Lena Bodemer. She is only 17 years 
old, with well-rounded figure, bright blue 
eyes, long and wavy golden hair, and dimplea 
cheeks. She lived with Mrs. Augusta Olsen 
at No. 602 Forty-second street. The girl de- 
sired to go out to service, and May 15 
last told Mrs: Olsen that Jones, Tay- 
lor & Co., a female employment agency 
on Michigan avenue, near Twenty-second 
street, had found her a situation. The girl 
has not been seen since she left the house 
that day to go over on the West Side and 
look at the place. She told Mr. Olsen tha 
it was with a family a few doors west of the 


dime museum on West Madison street. Mrs. 


Olsen has seafched ali that neighborhood, 
going te every family, but can hear nothing 
of the girl. The employment agents say pos- 
itively that no girl answering the description 
of the missing girl has been at their place. 

When the girl left her home she wore a 
navy blue, closé-fitting dress with white 
spots, and a cardinal velvet hat. She took 
no other clothing with her. Mrs. Olsen fears 
foul play, as the girl was of good morals and 
had not been accustomed to staying away 
from home. The police have been unable to 
find the slightest clew. 


THEY HAD BETTER NOT PRESS IT. 


Gov. Oglesby’s Advice to Men Who Wanted 
McClaughry’s Case Considered. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 29.—[Special. ]—Sen- 
ator John Humphrey of Cook County saw 
Gov. Oglesby again today to urge a pardon 
for Farmer McCiaughry. The Senator 
was accompanied by three of McClaughry’s 
old neighbots.

A Little Indian Difficulty. 

DutwvrTH, Minn., May 29.—[Special.]—Two Dep- 
uty Sheriffs went ten days ago to a Deer Lake 
Indian camp, in Itasca County, to arrest an In- 
dian—Cut-Fdce—for the murder of Squawman 
Joe Bonville. Arriving there, they learned he 
had left and followed him to Net Lake Camp. 
Enticing him to their canoe, they bound him and 
started off. The alarm was given, and sixteen 
pucks gave chase, soon overtaking them. After 
a fight in which both Sheriffs were badly han- 
dled but not seriously injured Cut-Face was re- 
leased and both white men captured. Through 
the intercession of an Indian who spoke English 
the Sheriffs were released, but told that they 
would not be allowed to take any Indian for 
killing a white man.

RESCRIPT OF THE POPE. 


CATHOLICS WHO WILL NOT CRITICISE 
THE HEAD OF THE CHURCH. 


Why W. J. Onahan Will Not Be a Vice- 
President of the Irish Mass-Meeting 
Thursday Night — Resolutions of the 
Council of the Irish Societies—Some 
Bad Poetry, and What Mr. Corkery 
Thinks of It. : 

City Collector Onahan was indignant yes- 
terday at receiving an invitation to attend a 
proposed mass-meeting at Battery D Thurs- 
day evening, the object being, as he under- 
stood it, to denounce the Papal rescript. He 
declared that the object of the meeting was 
an atrocious one and an insult to the Cath- 
olics of Chicago. Archbishop Walsh had 
declared that the order of the Vatican cov- 
ered a question of morals and not of politics. 
Parnell himself had never approved the plan 
of campaign, and it would be simply outra- 
geous for them to meet and condemn the Holy 
Father for athing that did not concern them 
at all. 

Mr. Onanan sent the following reply to the 
invitation to act as one of the Vice-Presidents 
of the meeting: 

Jam in receipt of a printed circular and 
card addressed to me by which I am invited 
to act as one of the Vice-Presidents of the 
mass-meeting at Battery D Thursday even- 
ing. From the information I have as to the 
purposes of this meeting, or, rather of the 
managers and manipulators—viz.: to de- 
nounce the Pope and criticise the decision of 
the Holy See on a question of morals—I 
scarcely need say I could have no sympathy 
with any such un-Catholic and disloyal pur- 
pose. 

No one who knows me would suspect that 
I could permit my name to be used in any 
such dishonoring connection. The mere sug- 
gestion of holding a meeting in the name of 
the. Irish Catholics of this city forany such 


purpose is an impertinence, can result in no 


good to the Irish cause, and most likely, 
should it take the contemplated line of ac- 
tion, will end in shame to all concerned, I 
return circular and card herewith.”’ 

STILL ANOTHER PROTEST. 

The Council of Irish Societies met last 
night. On behalf of the committee the 
Chairman, T. D. Hurley, made a full report 
and offered resolutions for general signature 
by Irish Roman Catholics throughout the 
various parishes. They deprecate the pro- 
posed discussion of the Papal rescript at the 
meeting Thursday and say: 

„ WuHereEas, The 000 Irish Catholics of 
Chicago, proud of the faith of their fathers, 
entertain too high a regard for the venerable 
head of the church to permit his utterances, 
whether uttered ex-cathedra or not, to be 
bandied about the country for the purposes 
unworthy of sincere Catholics; therefore, 

ae i, That, voicing the sentiment of 
the organizations represented by the Council 
of Irisn Societies of this city, we believe that 
the comprehensive resolutions passed by the 
Irish members of Parliament and the ex- 
planation of Archbishop Walsh regarding the 
circular sent by the Holy Office to the Bish- 
ops of Ireland, to. whom alone it was ad- 
dressed, the whole matter can be safely left 
to the people at home, instead of being given 
undue prominence during a Presidential 
campaigu.“ 

A committee of the council will call today 
on Archbishop Feehan.

„Mr. Onahan cannot have been fully in- 
formed regarding the object of the meet- 
ing.“ said he. 

“If the Pope has issued a rescript he has 
doubtless been wrongly informed regarding 
the wishes of the Irish people.“ 

Who could have so misinformed him?” 

„Probably the landlords—the Catholic 
aristocracy. I was wrongly quoted as say- 
ing that the Pope’s action was probably 
based on the statements of Archbishops 


Walsh and Croak. If he had taken action on 


their recommendation there would have been 
no rescript. 

However, if there is a rescript this meet- 
ing will necessarily be opposed to the views 
of the Pope. 

„The meeting is purely a political one. 
Probably every person interested in it would 
not question any action of the Pope in rela- 
taon to the church.

Fireman Cordan and Polifeman Steele to 
Be Decorated Today. 

One of the features of the parade in honor 
of Decoration-Day will be the presentation 
of the Tree and Harrison medals to those rep- 
resentatives of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments who have most distinguished them- 
selves during the year by efforts to save 
human life. The policeman to be thus deco- 
rated is Officer Solomon C. Steele. He was 
born in Orange County .

The particular act of bravery that gained 
him the medal was the stopping of a _ runa- 
way horse, thereby undoubtedly saving the 
lives of two ladies. They were crossing the 
Adams street bridge, going west, when the 
horse became frightened and started across 
the viaduct on a dead run. the viaduct 
the buggy struck a sand w@gon and one of 
the front wheels was bro Fortunately, 
the shock did not throw either of the ladies 
out. The horse then started down the in- 
cline—probably the steepest: in the city—at 
the top of his speed. Officer Steele saw him 
coming and ran to meet him. He realized in 
an instant that the only thing:to be done was 
to spring tor the bridle as “horse passed. 
It was a dangerous feat to attempt, for if he 
missed the bridie—and there was only about 
one chance in ten of his catcBing it—it meant 
almost certain death under the horse’s 
feet.» But he did not hesitate. 
As the horse passed he made the spring, and 
so true were his calculations that he caught. 
The shock threw him off of his feet, but it 
also slagkened the speed of the horse. He 
hung to the bridle until he was able to get 
his feet on the ground and then he 
managed to throw the animal back on his 
haunches. The act undoubtedly saved the 
hves of the two women in the buggy, but 
the officer seemed to think that he had done 
nothing worthy of note. In speaking of it 
afterwards, he asked quietly: 

„What else could I do! It was my busi- 
ness to stop the horse, wasn it?” 

THE GALLANT FI AN. 

William A. Cowan, who the fireman’s 
2 . medal, is a Canadian 
=.4 4" 42 years of age. He 
was a sailor on the 
» Great Lakes until 1573, 
when he entered the 
Fire Department as a 
truckman on No. 5. 
He was made Lieuten- 
antof No. 5 in June, 
1877, and Captain of 
No. 8 ia 1883. He is 
now in command of 
the fire-boat Chicago, 

No. 41. 3 
Cowan is a powerful 
man, quick asa cat, 
and coo! and fearless in 
the presence of danger. He has always kept 
up his end with the restof the boys, but is 
awarded the medal for his bravery at a fire 
on Archer avenue the night of July 29, 1887. 
The building was a tenement with a bakery 
below. When No. 8 arrived the building was 
ali on fire. Cowan heard screams from the 
back. and while his company was busy res- 
cuing those in sight called a coupie of men 
and rushed around to the rear. Here they 
found a woman with a child in her arms 
hanging at the end of a rope between the 
second and third stories with the flames 
burning all about them. Somebody had 
tried to let them down from the top and the 
rope had become caught. Cowan sent his 
men for help, and, spying a rickety ladder in 
the yard, put it against the building and ran 
up. He could not get the rope loose, and re- 
turned with his ax. He succeeded in getting 
the woman and child on the ladder and cut- 
ting the rope, when the ladder burned through 
and broke, precipitating them all to the 
ground. The woman and child died and 
Cowan was laid up for five months. The 
soles were burned off his shoes, so intense 
was the heat, and his feet, hands, and face 
were badly burned. If anybody doubts his 
heroism that night let them notice the shriy- 
eled and blistered right hand which be ex- 
tends to receive the medal which he that 

night earned.

Norman B. Ream has sold to C. Norman 
Fay, President of the Gas Trust Company, 
the Busbee Block, second door south of the 
Tremont House on Dearborn street, for 
$220,000. The property has a frontage of 
sixty-two feet and most of it is 160 feet deep. 
Attached to the lot, the fee of which was 
sold, is a small piece in the rear fronting on 
the alley, 36x48 feet, which is under a long 
lease. The building is six stories high, stone 
front, and in good repair. It is used for stores 
and offices. The rental of tne building is a 
little over $21,000, and it is capable 
of yielding considerably more with certain 
changes. Mr. Fay has mortgaged the prop- 
erty for $100,000 at 5 per cent. It is suspected 
that the Gas Trust is behind Mr. Fay in this 
transaction, and will before long occupy the 
building. The Gas Trust itself does not oc- 
cupy much room, but it may be that all the 
companies will be centered there. Mr. Ream 
bought the property two years ago last Feb- 
ruary for $210,000, trading the Woodruff 
House for it. Mr. Fay 1s thought to have 
got a good bargain, as property in that vicin- 
ity is appreciating, and he bought on a fair 
income basis.

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RUSSIA’S MARCH TO INDIA. 


COMPLETION OF THE NEW RUSSIAN 
RAILWAY EXCITES ENGLAND. 


Tories Making Severe Criticism Upon the 
Apathy of Salisbury—One Declares Him 
to Be the Modern Belchazzar—Indica- 
tions that the Railroad Will Give the 
Cossacks a Great Advantage—Angio- 
Indians Calling for the Opening of Thi- 
bet.

LONDON, May 29.—I have the best authority 
for saying that the Cabinet is perplexed, if 
not exactly alarmed, over events on the 
frontier of India, the completion of the Rus- 
sian railway to Samarcand, with the possi- 
bility of a spur to Herat, and the recent con- 
flicts with the Thibetans. The fear is that 
the latter incident may grow into a tedious 
and expensive affair. All was couleur du 
rose when the English troops adventurously 
marched through Sikkim, out when the 

Jalep Pass was reached, leading into the 

Chumbi district of Thibet, a severe fight 

occurred with the Thibetan troops. The 

English were beaten back, and the fear is 

that this repuise may involve grave 

consequences and even an invasion 
of Thibet. An infivential party of 

Anglo-Indians at Calcutta are urging that 

“ the time has arrived for opening up Thibet.” 

It is said; on the other hand, that the power 

of Thibet extends over half of Asia, and that 

the Chinese Government is not likely to view 
with apathy anything that seems likely to 
place thig power under the control of another 
nation. An invasion of Thibet could only be 
undertaken with a far larger British force 
than that now in the field. The difficulty of 
obtaining supplies and transportation would 
be enormous. Anglo-Indian officers tell the 


Cabinet that unless the Lamas are brought 


to their senses the Himalayan frontier will 
never be safe. They predict that the Tartar 
hordes will ence more descend on Bengal, 
and might even be accompanied by Gen. 
Prejevalsky and an escort of Cossacks. Sev- 
eral of the Cabinet officers think 
that Russian diplomacy is behind 
the Thibetans. Others have sudden- 
ly awakened to the conviction that 
the opening of the railway to Samarcand is 
a far more important event in the history of 
the East than the conquest of Siberia or an 
exodus of the Tartars. Yet it is not long 
ago that Lord Salisbury poured vitriolic sar- 
casmon those who do not believe that the 
advance of Russia towards India was a geo- 
graphical impossibility. Said a Tory member 
of Parliament to me yesterday. The fact is, 
Salisbury’s Cabinet contains too many me- 
diocre men. The once familiar fur overcoat 
of Beaconsfield hangs loosely on Salisbury. 
His press, and his lieutenants even, be- 
gin to tell him that the new railway is the 
first step to the formation of a vast depot on 
the Indian frontier as a base of Russian op- 
erations. Itis the first step that brings the 
Russian Empire, not merely the army, within 
striking distance of India. Up till now the 
Russian army in the Transcaspian region was 
cutoff. Now it has a line of communication 
with Russia, complete.“ One Tory paper 
queries tod How does the Government 
relish. the prospect of Persia becoming a 
Russian province and the Persian Gulf a 
Russian lake?’ Another commercial organ 
wearily says: “ Russia will, by this railway, 
have an undisputed monopoly of the markets 
of Eastern Turkestan, Western China, Per- 
sia, Afghanistan. and some of the markets 
of Northern India.“ The leading Tory organ 
thus berates the Cabinet: No steps are be- 
ing taken to recognize the fact that in three 
months’ time Russia may put the key of India 


in her pocket. The great event of the com- 


pvietion of the railway makes it plain that 
we must either fight Russia or bribe her. 
Are our soldiers preparing to do the one? 
Are our diplomatists prepamng to do the 
other? The answer is that they are not; that 
they are looking on at the panorama of the 
Russian march to India with the stony eyes 
of the gods, who recline, sipping their nectar, 
careless of mankind.“ Such plain talk makes 
it small wonder that Churchill and Chamber 
lain and several more of the leaders are 
waiting to jump off the sinking ship ana 
desert a Government that coquets with tem- 
perance and fights publicans while gambling 
with imperial interests. Indeed, the disgust- 
ed M. F. fo whom I referred called Salisbury 
the modern Belshazzar. 


The Irish Catholic Bishops will meet to- 
morrow at Clontiffe College, Dublin, and will 
probably have under consideration the posi- 
tion of affairs arising outof the Papal re- 
script. The Oficial Gazette published this 
evening contains a Government proclama- 
tion bringing the City as well as the County 
of Dublin under the star chamber clause of 
the Coercion act. This looks as if the Gov- 
ernment contemplated a more active policy 
in the metropolis than they have been pur- 
suing.

PREFERRED DEATH TO CAPTURE. 


Dan Ridge, the Iowa Desperade, Shoots 
Himself Through the Heart. 

REPUBLICAN City, Neb., May 29.—[Special. } 
—Dan Ridge ended his life here yesterday in 
a rather dramatic manner. Friday, the 25th 
inst., Dan Wilford, an old man, was the vic- 
tim of a cold-blooded murder at Vinton, Ia. 
Ali the evidence connected with the crime 
went toshow that Wilford had been mur- 
dered for his money. Ridge was known to 
have been in Vinton at the time and im- 
mediately after the murder disappeared. 
Sunday Ridge arrived at his nome. He ap- 
parently knew Iowa officers were on his 
track, for he immediately went to his house, 
taking with him a rifle, a brace of revolvers, 
and plenty of ammunition. Scarcely had 
Ridge closed the door of his home on himself 
than lowa officers put in an appearance. 
A siege then commenced, for no one 
was daring enough to go near the 
house. Early this forenoon a shot 
was heard coming from the house, followed 
by groans of a dying man. Some of the 
more daring then ventured to erter. The 
door was broken and Riage was found lying 
on his face, a 32-calbre revolver grasped in 
his right hand. His body lay in a pool of 


blood. Upon turning him over a large bullet 


wound was found in his left breast just 
above the nipple. That part of his body was 
bare, soit was evident that tne desperado, 


fluding escape cut off and preferring instant | 


death to either hanging oF starvation, had 
deliberately pared his left side, placed the 
weapon over his heart, and fired.

THE INSOLVENT REPUBLIC LIFE. 


A Curious Instance of Legal Uncertainty 
and Delay. 

During the last few days much has been 
said by the creditors of tne defunct Republic 
Life-Insurance Company with a view to 
bringing about a final settlement of the case. 
The matter has now been under advisement, 
or rather in the hands of the Iilinois Su- 
preme Court, for several years without its 
coming to a final issue, the Judges being 
evenly divided, Judge Magruder holding that 
his interest in the case preveated him from 
sitting. The creditors have become im- 
portunate. It is claimed by the solicitors of 
the receiver, Messrs. Hutchinson & Luff, 
chat in case of an equal division of the court 
an order shouid be entered affirming the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court, but this has not 
been done, and hence action in the case may 
be delayed for an indefinit period. The liti- 
gation attending the suit of these creditors 
against the Republic Life is a com- 
plex affair. Eleven years ago last Friday, 
May 25, 1877, the Republic Life-Insurance 
Company became insolvent. The suit was 
originally instituted by the Auditor of the 
State of Illinois. A receiver for the com- 
pany, Samuel D. Ward, was appo:nted. On 
investigation of the company’s affairs the 
assets which came into the receiver’s hands 
fell short of the liabilities $1,000,000. It then 
developed that there had been an attempt to 
reduce tne capital stock of the corporation 
from $5,000,000 to $1,000,000. Only 20 per cent 
of the original capital had been paid in. 
When this shrinkage was discovered the 
counsel for the receiver and the creditors 
claimed that the reauction ef the capital 
stock was illegal. Mr. Ward was then in- 
structed by the court to proceed against the 
stockholders by a suit to recover a sufficient 
amount of the capital to pay the creditors. 
This was done, the case was contested by a 
demurrer to the bill, and finally taken to the 
Supreme Court. The demurrer was there at 
first sustained, but on a rehearing the court 
sustained the bill and ordered the Circuit 
Court to proceed. The case was heard by 
Judge Tuley, who granted a decree holding 
the stockholders liable. The case was re- 
ferred by the Judge to a Master to ascertain 
the amount of indebtedness and the neces 
sary amount to collect out of the respective 
stockholders. to pay the liabilities. The 
creditors were notified to produce and prove 
their ciaims before the Master, and most of 
them did so. | 

In the meanwhile an action occurred which 
The 
original case of the Auditor against the Re- 
pubic Life was taken to the Supreme Court. 
There the issué was raised that the receiver 
was not the proper party to bring suit, and 
that an order reguiring the receiver to pro- 
ceed against the stockholders was not prop- 
erly made. A petition for a rehearing in that 
case was granted; the case was argued and 
reargued, and it is understood that on some 
question involved in the case the court was 
equally divided, three Judges being for and 
three against, Judge Magruder considering 
himself disqualified. 

Under these’ circumstances the Circuit 
Court deemed it unadvisabie to proceed with 
the suit agamst the stockholders. Now the 
question is whether the receiver shall prose- 
cute the suit or the creditors themselves sue 
the stockhoiders. Here is the hitch, and 
there is no possible solution until either a 
Judge changes his opinion or a new election 
brings different Judges. 

The creditors number some 3,400, and 
there are scores of stockholders. One of the 
largest creditors is Mrs. Olivia A. Gardner of 
Indiana, a widow, to whom is due $20,000 for 
policies on her husband’s life. Most of the 
creditors’ claims are on policies which ma- 
tured in consequence of the insolvency of the 
company and the winding-up proceedings. 


PUMPING WATER INSTEAD OF AIR. 


The Big 1872 Engine Again Doing Satis- 
factory Work. 

Mayor Roche put on his old clothes yester- 
day morning and set out on an engineering 
expedition. He was accompanied by Chief- 
Engineer Gerecke and E. Reynolds of the 
E. F. Allis Company. First they visited the 
new water-works plant at Fourteenth street, 
and from there went to the Harrison street 
works. At both places they spent consider- 
abie time in a careful inspection of opera- 
tions. After lunch the party visited the 
North Side works, it so happening that the 
large engine, having been put in thorough 
repair, was about to be started. The Mayor 
attended to that formality personally. The 
steam was turned on and he went down be- 
low to watch the pumps. After atime he 
came up perspiring profusely, but benevo- 
lent and smiling. 

‘They are working perfectly,” he declared, 
with not a little enthusiasm, to a TRIBUNA 


an. 
“That cut-off wants keying up tighter, 
Gereckes see, she’s pounding a little.” 

Mr. Gerecke directed a man who ordered 
another man totella workman to have the 
cut-off keyed up tighter. it was done. 

“Ah,” said the Mayor, smiling again, 
‘‘ that’s better; the engine hasn't worked so 
well since she was built. Let her havea 
little more steam there, Gerecke.”’ 

It was done, and the big engine settled 
down 40 business in a way that made the 
Mayor’s eyes sparkle. 

“She’s been pumping air for the last nine 
years,” he said; “now we'll get a little 
water.“ 

Mr. Gerecke explained: 

“This fine engine has been practically use- 
less for nine yeurs on account of fauity pump 
valves, which Mr. Reynolds has just replaced 
with new ones. The valves would not oper- 
ate without acushion to let them down easily. 
So a special engine was used to keep upa 
steady pressure of air on top of them. At 
every stroke the valves would stick and 
allow a lot of air and a littie water to 
escape. The longer the pumps were run 
the more air it was found necessary to pump 
in to keep the valves from pounding every- 
thing to pieces. By-and-by so much air was 
used that there was no room for water, and 
the city got nothing but wind. Now that 
new valves have been put in no air is neces- 


gary.

{EATING ON STREET-CARS.

THE ADAMS STREET CONDUCTORS AND 
DRIVERS OBJECT TO IT. 


And the Passengers Also Find Fault with 
the Practice—The Efforts of an Employe 
to Rush Through His Meal Between 
Western and Centre Avenues—The As- 
sociation to Make a Demand for a 
Change of the Rule. 

The conductors and drivers of the City 
Passenger Railway Company have a griev- 
ance, and are about to take steps to secure 
relief from certain objectionable rules and 
regulations. | 

The employés are about to make a demand 
which will be indorsed by every passenger 
who has occasion to ride upon the Harrison, 
Adams, or Centre avenue cars. The men 
desire to have a certain time allowed in 
which they can eat theirdinners. They will 
not ask for much time, and will proba- 
biy de satisfied with ten or twelve 
minutes. It seems almost incredible that 
several hundred men should be com- 
pelled to eat their meals on the cars. 
There seems no reason why a street-car em- 
ployé should be denied the privilege of eat- 
ing his meals in privacy. As it is the con- 
ductor starts his meal at Western avenue 
and combs the crumbs out of his whiskers in 
the vicinity of Centre avenue and Harrison 
street. 

This system is no more popular with the 
public than with the conductors and drivers. 
The average passenger has no especial desire 
to witness a man empty a large dinner-pail 
on time—and limited time at that. The com- 
pany hasan unwrittea rule that the em- 
ployé’s appetite must be satiated before 
reaching Centre avenue. This is hard on a 
hungry driver and disgusting to the involun- 
tary spectator. While engaged in a mortal 
struggle with a slice of ham and a piece of 
bread ana butter a car stops to let on a wom- 
an with two children The lunch 1s suspend- 
ed while the conductor arises and helps the 
woman and children on. His greasy tingers 
leave their impress upon the frocks of 
the little ones and the hungry man 
returns to his lunch-pail until again inter 
rupted. At last the meal is over and the 
dinner-pail set aside. But there 1s coffee 
spilled upon the seat and crumbs are scat- 
tered over the floor. These are not the only 
objectionable features of this system. A 
conductor cannot attend to business and eat 
at the same time, as hundreds of citizens can 
testify. Some small boys “catch on be- 


women and old men signal in vain for the 
car to stop, but the conductor heeds them 
not. He is eating. Centre avenue is only 
three blocks away, and there yet remain

Dinner is not the only meal these men 
have been compelled to eat while on duty. 
The morning men go to work at about 5 
o’clock and can be seen eating almost any 
time from 6:30 up to 9 o’clock. Dianer com- 
mences at 11:30 and continues up to 2:30 in 
the afternoon. About 5 o’clock children can 
be seen coming towards the Western avenue 
barns with lunch-pails. Supper lasts from 
5:30 until about §:30 in the evening.

A HITCH OVER THE SECOND FLAC. 


It Is New Thought Doubtful About Judge 
Thurman Getting It. | 
Wasntmnoton, D. C., May 29.—[Special. }— 
On second thought the Democrats have 
nearly concluded not to nominate Judge 
Thurman on the ticket with Cleveland. The 
mention of his name aroused considerable 
enthusiasm at the start and for a time it 
looked as thou the Old Roman” would 
be selected. But the Ohio Democrats in 
Washington seem to be dead against him and 
they have already circulated a dozen differ- 
ent stories about his failing health. The fact 
that he is 74 years old gives color 
to these stories, and the Thurman stock 
is already on the decline. If Cleveland really 
wants Thurman for a running mate, as it is 
said he does, he will have to use all the power 
of his office to pull him through, now that the 
tide has turned against him. Gov. Gray’s 
friends declare he cannot be beaten for the 
nomination for Vice-President, and they 
charge that the Thurman movement was 
started by the followers of Gen. Black and 
others to create a diversion against the Indi- 
anaman. This fight over the Vice-Presi- 
dency will be the only one that will attract 
much interest in the St. Louis Convention. 


MISCELLANEOUS POLITICAL MATTERS. 


Foraker Against Sherman—The Governor 
Keeps Up His Frazier Correspondence. 
LexinoeTon, Va., May 27.— [New York Her- 

ald. — Gov. Foraker of Ohio still keeps up his 

correspondence with James A. Frazier, who 
is a Blaine supporter and a delegate to Chi- 
cago, contesting the Mahone-Sherman dele- 
gate from his district. The last let- 
ter from Foraker is dated the 22d 
inst., in which he assures Frazier 
that Mahone’s methods are severely criti-

TIONISTS READY TO OPEN 
THEIR NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Gilded Cranks, Parlor Organs, and Sensa~- 
tional Mottoes Part of the Political 
Paraphernalia—At Differences with the 
Grand Army Over the Kefusal to Let 
the Blue and Gray Delegation March 
ia the Memorial Parade—-Fevling Over 

the Woman Suffrage Question. 
InDIANAPotts, Ind., May 20.—[Special. |— 

The Prohibition Convention will be quite an 

affair. The hotels are already reasonably 


well crowded, and large numbers of déle- 
gates are provided with accommodations in 
private families in the city. It will be held 
in Tomlinson’s Hall, a large room well adapt- 
ed for the purpose. The hall has been 
decorated with flags, mottoes, etc. Some 
of the sentiments emblazoned on the ban- 
ners are rather uniqué—ndtably, ‘“ High 
license is the aevil’s bulwark; the more the 
revenue, the stronger the bulwark,” “A 
half million in 1888 means two parties in 
1892,” etc. The delegations from the various 
States have come along during the day. Call- 
fornia escorted Mr. St. John into the city. 
The ex-candidate for the Presidency rode in 
a carriage preceded by the inevitable brass 
band. The escort marched on the sidewalk. 


The special cars bringing the delegations 
were covered with banners: Mictrigan Pro- 
hibition Cranks,” Billy Yanks; Ho! for 
Indianapolis,” Protect the Laborer from 
Rum, Syndicates, and Monovolles,“ etc. 
New Jersey and New York came together. 
Among the paraphernalia of the delegates 
was a huge wooden crank handsomefy gilded 
and probably three feetin length. A little 
parlor organ or meiodeon was in the outfit, 
and at way stations the brethren would de- 
posit the instrument on the platforms of the 
stations and use it as an accompaniment to 
their campaign songs. The natives are sald 
to have been greatly amused with the organ, 
the chorus, and the crank. The New Jersey 
car displayed a grent portrait ot Gen. Clinton 
B. Fiske, and the delegates from Pennsylva- 
nia loomed up in white heimets with stream- 
ers of blue ribbon. 

This is no ordinary assemblage, everything 
being as far as possible relieved of conven- 
tionality. There are no less than five differ- 
ent badges in circulation, and many in at- 
tendance wear the entire assortment. Those 
for the press are about ten inches in length, 
of yellow satin—that peculiar yellow the 
color of a smail-pox card. It is an exceed- 
ingly orderly lot of people, too, in many re- 
spects different from political conventions. 
It certaimiy adds nothing to the rev- 
enues of the saloon interests of In- 
dianapolis. Gen. Fiske will undoubtedly 
be nominated for the Presidency. Every- 
body concedes this, alleging the General can 
draw votes from the negroes, ths soldier ele- 
ment, and other sources too. The event of 
the day has arisen out of the refusal of the 
local Grand Army posts to permit the asso- 
ciation of Prohibitionists known as “The 
Blue and the Gray to march in the memo- 
rial procession tomorrow. This band, or 
company, of ex-Union and ex-Confederate 
soldiers was formed a year or two ago, and 
the correspondence relative to the disagree- 
ment of today was opened by a letter of 
which the following is a copy: 

NATIONAL DEPARTMENT BLUE AND GrRay.~—T70 
the Committee in Charge of Decoration-Day Serv- 
ices at Indianapolis—COMRADRES: As a large num- 
ber of ex-soldiers will be in your city to attend 
the memorial services held in the city-hail May 
30, if itis your pleasure we would be pleased to 
unite with — nthe sérvices of the afternoon. 
Will you kindly inform us if it will be agreeable 
to you? If so, i will issue an order to that et- 
fect. You will understand that we come as in- 
dividual éx-soldiers, and not as an organization. 

R. E. Hopson, Grand Commander. 

The local committee having the matter in 
charge replied courteously, saying the mem- 
bers of the Blue and Gray would be wel- 
comed to the ranks on Memorial Day, pro- 
vided they came as individuals, and not as an 
organization of a political character. This 
was satisfactory to every one concerned, and 
the Blue and Gray’’ made préparations to 
ae te in the exercises of tomorrow. I. 

„Walker, the Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the Grand Army of Indianapolis, gave out 
for publication an official letter which has 
338 a vast deal of comment. It is as fol- 
ows: . 

Comrades: It has been stated in the public 
ress of this city $hat-an organization or branch 
fone of the political parties that Will hold its 

National Convention in this city soon, styling 
itself the Blue and the Gray.“ contemplates 
taking part in the parade of the Grand Army 
before going to the cemetery Memorial-Day. A 
ublished interview this morning of one of the 
ational leaders of this party says that the 
delegates and organizations of this political 
party will be accorded a place in the 
— and join in the memorlal exercises at 
Jrown Hill May 30. It is doubtiess unnecessary 
for me to call your attention to the fact that the 
rules and regulations of our order positively pro- 
hibit any political party or organization from 
participating in any manner whatever in any of 
the exercises of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Iwould suggest, to save any trouble or misap- 
prehension in the matter, that you have this fact 
announced in the city papers. The Blue and 
the Gray would have no more right as 
an organization to join in our memorial services 
than the Hendricks or Harrison Club would, 
nor the delegates to the National Convention of 
this party than those to the St. Louis and Chica- 
go Conventions. The Grand Army cannot be 
used as a cat's paw to serve the interest of any 
political organization, whether they sail under 
the nom de plume of the Blue and the Gray or 
some other convenient cognomen. I know that 
it will only de necessary to call your attention to 
the matter to prevent 14 breach of the rules of 
our order. In F., C., and L., I. N. WALKER,

Mr. Walker's letter was of itself quite 
enough to ruffle the feelings of the members 
of the Blue and Gray,“ but to make mat- 
ters still worse there accompanied the mis- 
sive an instruction to Col. N. R. Ruckle, 
chief of staff, to see that the order was car- 
ried into effect. This settled the business, 
inasmuch as the “Blue and Gray“ were 
officially notified to keep out of the 
line. Mr. Hudson said he thought they haa 
been treated discourteously under the circum- 
stances. He only wanted to join in the 
memorial exercises as private citizens and 
old soldiers, and notas an organization. If 
he were South Decoration-Day and were 
asked by an ex-Confederate to go out and 
witness the ceremonies of decorating the 
graves of even the Confederate dead he 
would be glad to do it, although he was a 
Union soldier and is a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. However, he added, 
they did not propose to make any fuss about 
the matter, and with this in view 
they had postponed their own parade 
from Wednesday to Thursday evening. 
Dr. Jutkins, Secretary of the National 
Committee§ of Chicago said, he accepted the 
Walker letter as an exhibition of partisan- 
ship. It was to his mind simply disgraceful. 
He regretted to say he regarded the Grand 
Army as little less than a political machine, 
and such documents as the Walker order 
kept alive sectional feeling. He did not care 
to talk about the matter lest he could not 
keep his indignation within bonnds. Mr. 
Dickie of Albion, Mich., the Chairman of the 
National Committee, was quite indignant 
about the matter. It was an attempt 
to revive the war issues and en- 
gender bitter feeling as between the North 
and South. There was too much bloody 
shirt about it, and he was disgusted. The 
„Blue and Gray’’ was composed of oid 
soldiers who desired to participate in the ex- 
ercises as individuais, not as members of any 
organization. The letter would hurt no one 
bat its author, and was certainly notin the 
interest of harmony’ He felt that the rank 
and file of the Grand Army would not in- 
dorse the letter. 

The Prohibitionists will hold their memo- 
rial services tomorrow night. The Grand 
Army peopie uphold Mr. Walker in his de- 
cision, deciaring the Blue and Gray“ afpo- 
litical organization and not entitied to any 

lace in a procession in the nature of that of 
emorial-Day. The woman suffrage ques- 
tion will prove a great bone of contention in 
the convention. ne of the oldest members 
of the party says he has until recently un- 
derstood that Miss Frances E. Willard would, 
in the interest of harmony, refrain from 
agitating the question. He understands now 
the proposition will be brought up and dis- 
cussed in the convention. The woman suf- 
frage people are not wholly on record in 
favor of prohibition, and he could see no 
reason for the espousal by the Proh- 
itionists of the woman suffrage idea. The 
delegates from the South are already mak- 
ing a vigorous fight against the po- 
sition, claiming the adoption of the 
theory would hurt their cause. To 
their minds the mere possibility of colored 
women receiving the power to vote would be 
quite sufficient to deprive the Prohibiwonists 
of thousands of votes in the South, and they 
are unalterabiy o to the idea. The 
delegates from the North and East favor the 
theory, claiming that prohibition will be an 
established success whenever the women of 
the country are given the eiectoral franchise. 
This question will doubtless 1 an 
ex ingly lively debate. The Prohibition-

GENERAL POLITICAL NEWS. 
Louisiana’s Senatorial Nomination—A Vic- 
tory for Gibson. 

New Or.eans, La., Mayj29.—[Special. ]|—E. 
D. White was nominated tonight for United 
States Senator. This is a victory for Senator 
Gibson and Gov. Nicholls. 

Edward Dougiass White was born on his 
father’s sugar plantation on Bayou La- 
fourche about forty-five years His 
father, E. D.White, was a Tennesseean, who 
emigrated early to Louisiana, occupied vari- 
ous judicial positions, and in 1829 was elect 
ed to Congress. 

Mr. White isa wholesome, amiable gentle- 
man, red-headed, blue-eyed, and stalwart of 
figure. He is a Roman Catholic, too intelli- 
gent to be illiberal, and, while neither a drink- 
er nor a smoker, he is one of the jolliest of 
companions He is one of the wealthiest 
members of the bar, never was married, has 
always lead a cleanly life, weaded to his 
books and his profession.

Mayor Roche refused to state yesterday 
what his action would be regarding the Ernst 
saloon ordinance adopted Monday night. 
Reference being made in his hearing to the 
expressions of leading clergymen on the sub- 
ject he said: 

“Yes, the preachers have had their say; 
it’s my turn now.”

“But m not ready yet to say anything. 
m going to read the ordinances first. When 
I've done that and given the whole matter 
more consideration I shall have something to 
Say. 

The impression among City-Hall people was 
that the Mayor would sign the ordinance. 
The most obnoxious portion and one that 
may possibly induce the Mayor to veto it is 
that which places all schools except Catholic 
out of the pale of its protection. No one 
claims that the ordinance will protect the 
Con tional Seminary on the West Side, 
or the byterian Seminary on the North 
Side, such an institution as the university 
was on the South Side, the Episcopal Theo- 
logical School on Washington boulevard, or 
numerous other similar schools. It is said 
that if this were remedied the Mayor would 
not hesitate to sign the measure, although he 
may do so any way. 

Ald. Ernst takes exception to the statement 
that Attorney Harry Rubens drafted his 
ordinance for him. He says Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Knight drafted the ordi- 
nance at his own dictation.

An Indian Scare in Dakota. 

RAPID Crrr. Dak., May 29.—[Special.]—The 
Indian scare has broken out in a new place. 
Along Spring Creek, in this county, settlers are 
badly stampeded, und some thirty or forty fami- 
lies came into Rapid City today seeking safety. 
As many more are said to have gone to Hermose. 
This scare is caused by the experience of a rancher 
named Mike Quinn, who went on the reservation 
after some cattle. A party of Sioux from the 
Pine Ridge Agency stopped him and would not 
allow him to remove his cattle. Herwas told to 
return about the middle of June, and the Indians 
would help him drive the cattle off the reserve.

Proceedings of the First Day's Session—The 
Episcopal Diocesan Convention— Bishop 
MeLaren’s Report of the Great Work 
Adjournment of the Presbyterian As- 
sembly at Philadel phia—Consecration of 
the Methodist Bishops in New York, 


The forty-fifth annual meeting of the State 
ngregational Association was held at Evans- 
ton yesterday. Among the prominent delegates 
are the Rev. L. H. Cobb, D. D., of New York, the 
Rev. W. G. Puddefoot, Miss D. E. Emerson of 
New York, the Rev. R. P. Goodwin, D. D., of 
Chicago, President F. W. Fisk, Prof. S. I. Curtis, 
D. D., the Rev. C. L. Morgan of Moline, the Rev. 
H. N. Barnum, D. D., of Harpoot, Turkey, Mrs. 
Josephine L. Coffing of Hadjin, Turkey, H. M. 
Lyman. D. D., of Chicago, Miss M. A. Hand of 
Utah, the Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus ot Chicago, the 
Rev. Warren F. Day of Ottawa. the Rev. C. H. 
Tainter of Cnicago, the Rev. T. G. Godener of 
Elgin, the Rev, E. K. Alden, D.D., of Boston, the 
Rev, A. R. Thain, D. D., of Galesburg, and Dr. 
Little of the New England Church, Chicago. 

The Rev. James Tompkins of Chicago was 
chosen Moderator forthe year. An hour was 
given to devotional exercises, followed by a dis- 
cussion on the Sunday evening service. The 
subject was divided into three heads: Its value; 
How can it be improved? What methods have 
proved permanently successful? It was dis- 
cussed by the Rev. J. D. Emerson, A. H. Ball, 
and, A. R. Thain. Mrs. A. E. Arnold of Stillman 
Valley then read a paperon “Church and Par- 
sonago Building.” 

The Rev. H. T. Sell, the State Superintendent 
of Sunday-schools, made a statistical report in 
regard to Sunday-Schools in the State. Out of 
803 schools, reports had been received from 296. 
Of these 255 were home and 48 mission schools. 
The increase in the number of schools was 27. 
The number of classes was 3,280; total number of 
officers, teachers, and scholars, 44,630, an in- 
crease of 3,238; total average attendanco, 28,649; 
destitute fields within reach of churches. where 
schools should be organized, 46. The total 
amount raised by and for the schools amounted 
to $30,935, an increase of 89,361.

THE EPISCOPAL DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 

The annual convention of the Diocese of Chi- 
cago of the Episcopal Church began yesterday 
morning in the Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul. 
Bishop McLaren presided. The morning ses- 
sion was devoted to religious exercises, the Rev. 
C. H. Bixby delivering a sermon on “Life.” 
Communion was also celebrated. 

At the afternoon session the Bishop read his 
annual address, reviewing the work of the year. 
He reviewed the progress made in the hospitals, 
schools, missions, etc., and found them nearly 
all in a prosperous condition. He urged that 
they be fostered and built up as rapidly as pos- 
sible, as there would be an ever-increas need 
for them as the country in this vicinity 
grew in pulation. He also spoke of the 
city missions, the Girls’ Friendly Society 
and the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and enthu- 
siastically pictured the good work they were do- 
ing. He spoke of the Women’s Auxiliary Socie- 
ty, of the missionary work, and made a plea for 

eir endowment by the diocese. He thought they 
needed money to secure rooms in various parts of 
the city. The confirmations since last September 
he reported as 978, making a totai for this dio- 
cese since January. 1875, of 9, 157. 

The report of the Board of Diocesan Missions was 
then read, in which it was advised that the pow- 
ers of the Archdeacon be increased. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Church Extension. 
For harmony in mission work it was also ad- 
vised that no new missions should be started by 
any parish without the consent of the proper ex- 
ecutive being first obtained. 

The pledges of the missions were then called 
for and nearly $5,000 pledged. 


PRESBYTERIANS ADJOURN, 


The General Assembly Completes Its Busi- 
ness. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.. May 29.—In the Presby- 
terian General Assembly this morning the judi- 
cial commission in the case of the Presbytery of 
Waterloo against the Synod of Iowa in the case 
of the Rev. A. R. Day reported in favor of the 
matter being returned to the presbytery, their 
finding being that the synod erred in dismissing 
the appeal. Adopted. Dr. Johnson offered a 
resolution for the appointment of a committee of 
four ministers and three elders to take into con- 
sideration the provision of an agency for the em- 
ployment of ministers who are without charges. 


Adopted. The Committees on Synodicals 
were then called as the regular order of 
the day. An incident occurred when the 


records of the Synod of Columbia were reached, 
The committee found that the Presbytery of 
Oregon had urged its members to advocate pro- 
hibition; it was approved by the Synod of Colum- 
bia, and the committee excepted to that portion 
of the reco The General Assembly, on a 
rather close Vote, struck out the exception of 
the committee and approved the minutes of the 
synod. The /Rev. Dr. Ailmanof Atlantic City 
offered a resolution in eulogy of the soldiers who 
died in the late war as appropriate to the ap- 
proach of Decoration-Day, and followed with a 
heated speech on the war, which raised much 
confusion, ana it was not allayed when the reso- 
lution was voted down. This action was finally 
reconsidered and a committee was appointed to 
prepare a suitable resolution. 

The Rev. Johnson reported from the commit- 
tee appointed to confer with the President of the 
United States in relation to the management of 
Indian schools that Mr. Cleveland had received 
the committee with the utmost courtesy and 
consideration. The President suggested that the 
committee should take the order complained of, 
qualify it in the parts considered objectionable, 
and return it to him. He promi to give it 
careful attention. The Committee on Decora- 
tion-Day Resolutions reported a minute of 
eulogy for the dead Union soldiers and s 12 
for their surviving relatives and frien whic 
was passed. Subsequently an amendment de- 
claring that it was not intended, in its adoption, 
to violate the church constitution forbidding as- 
semblies to meddle in civil affairs. The after- 
noon was taken up with odds and ends, and then 
the assembly adjourned sine die. 


DISCUSSION IN THE CONFERENCE, 


The Name of the Freedmen's Aid Socie- 
ty’? Will Be Changed. 

New YORK, May 29.—At the General Meth- 
odist Conference today Bishops-Elect Vincent, 
Fitzgerald, Goodsell, Joyce, and Newman and 
Missionary Bishop Thoburn were consecrated. 
The house was beautifully decorated. Every 
seat was filled when Bishop Hurst called the 
conference to order. The question of changing 
the name of the Freedmen’s Aid Society by 
adding to it “the Southern Educational 
Society was taken up and caused a heated dis- 
cussion, led by Dr. Smart and Dr. Walsh of Ken- 
tucky. The majority report of the Committee on 
Freeman's Aid, which precipitated the debate, 
advocated changing the name. The minority o 
posei the change on the ground that Freeman's 
Aid meant white and black, as originally in- 
‘tended, while Southern Educational meant that 
the whites were to 0 for at 
the expense of the blacks. The 
opposition claimed that discriminations 
had already been made in favor of the white peo- 
ple of the South by the establishment of univer- 
sities at Chattanooga, Athens, and other places, 
and that such favors ought not to be tolerated. 
An attempt Was made to substitute tne minority 
report for the majority, but on a vote being 
taken the minority report was tabled by a vote 
ot 186 to 142.. It was finally decided to change 
the name as recommended by the committee. 

After a ballot for Secretary of the Board of 
Education had been taken Warner Miller moved 
that the conference attend ina body the exer- 
cises to be held at the tomb of Gen. Grant to- 
morrow. The motion was adopted without a 
dissenting voice. Mrs. Grant, who sat in one of 
the boxes, was Visibly affected by Senstor 
Miller's remarks.

MR. BLAINE’S PEREMPTORY REFUSAL. 

At last Mr. Blaine, discovering that cer- 
tain of his friends, with whom zeal had out- 
run discretion, were persisting in pressing 
his candidacy in the face of all he had said, 
has written a letter to Mr. Whitelaw Reid, 
the editor of the New York Tribune, a close 
and wise adviser, declaring emphatically that 
he will not be a candidate under any circum- 
stances. Mr. Blaine says that the friends 
who have construed his Florence letter—*‘ as 
it should be construed ’’—to be an uncondi- 
tional withholding of his name from the 
National Convention might justly reproach 
him with being uncandid if he should now 
permit the canvass on his behalf to 
go forward. These friends have al- 
ways been candid with him and 
he believes he should be eaualiy frank with 
them. The misrepresentations of malice,” 
he continues, “ have no weight, but the just 
“ dispieasure of friends 1 could not patiently 


“endure.” Mr. Blaine closes his letter witn 


a reference to the comparative recompense of 


labor in Europe and America which may jar 


upon the nerves of sensitive tariff reformers, 
but in truth 1s not incompatible with all 
the measures of tariff reform that Tun Tris- 
UNE has advocated. For we have not wished 
to disturb the tariff systemin such a man- 
ner orin such a degree as to impair the 
earnings of labor, but rather to revise it in 
a way that would reduce the disproportion- 
ate and excessive gains of monopolists. 

This final letter confirms the position which 
Tue Trisune has taken since the publication 
of the Florence letter, although it has had 
great difficulty in making these gentlemen 
understand that Mr. Blaine is asincere man 
and that he said what he meant when he 
wrote his letter of withdrawal to Chairman 
Jones, and emphasized it afterwards by 
stating the reasons explicitly in his interview 
with his friend Mr. Crawford. 

To put any other interpretation upon that 
letter and interview was to impugn not only 
the honesty but the intelligence of Mr 
Blaine. It was not necessary for him to 


withdraw in order to secure the nomination. 


Touching that question there has never been 
a doubt since the day of his defeat. Not 
only his friends but the whole party re- 
mained loyal to him. If he had desired the 
nomination at this time ail that he had 
to do was to make it known and it 
would have been given to him. It 


was absurd, therefore, to suppose that 


he thought it necessary to withdraw in 
order to inerease the chances of his nomina- 
tion. Equally absurd was it to suppose that 


| Mr. Blaine could perform such a suicidal act 
as to withdraw publicly in favor of the other 
| candidates, pull out of the race and allow 
them to take the field, and then come in 
again at the final moment when he could 
have had the field to himself without opposi- 
ion.

This jeaves the field open, and his friends 
‘who have been pressing him must join with

As to Mr. Blaine himself, his retirement 
from the candidacy fortunately does not 
involve his retirement m public life or 
close the long and distinguished record of 
service he has rendered to Republican 
party. In case the party be successful 
in the forthcoming election there will be a 
strong pressure made upon him to take the 
Cabinet position he surrendered after Gar- 
field’s death, but he may prefer to resume his 
old place in the Senate. Senator Frye’s 
term expires next March, and Mr. Blaine 
may prefer to go back into the Senate, where 
he would be easily the leader 6f his party in 
that body. Inany event the party will not 
lose his services. He has assured it already 
that his voice will be heard in the campaign 
in support of the candidate of the conven- 
tion, nor will it be silent in the councils of 
the Administration after that candidate has 
been elected. 


FULLER AND THE LEGAL-TENDER ISSUE. 

A Washington dispatch says rather vague- 
ly that Mr. Fuller’s confirmation as Chief 
Justice will be opposed on the ground that 
‘he is a single gold-standard man, that the 
President wants him on the bench for this 
reason, and that Senator Farwell, Lyman J. 
Gage, and other gold-standard men are worik- 
ing for his confirmation.“ It is not clear 


what difference it makes whether a Justice 


of the Supreme Court may be a “ gold-stand- 
ard man or not, since Congress has full 
control over the coinage of the precious 
metais and the Supreme Court no authority 
whatever in the matter. Gold and silver con- 
stitute the constitutional money of the coun- 
try, as everybody admits, and the Supreme 
Court cannot monetize or démonetize either. 
The authority to authorize the coinage of the 
precious metals and giveone or both of them 
the legal-tender function belongs exclusively 
to Congress. So far as the gold and silver coin- 
age is concerned the courts ali recognize the 
exclusive authority of Congress; and no 
party or contends that any other rule 
would be “proper. Hence, as respects Mr. 
Fuller’s fitness for the Chief Justiceship, it 
is not a matter of the shghtest consequence 
whether he favorsa single or double stand- 
ard. 

Nor would it seem that Mr. Fuller could be 
opposed on the ground of nis alleged preju- 
dice against the issuance of leval-tender 
notes in time of peace. This question hug 
been considered deliberately by the Supreme 


Court in every phase and the power in ques- 


tion affirmed by a practically unan- 
imous vote—eight Justices in the af- 
firmative, Field alone dissenting. Under 
such circumstances there can be no 
question that Mr. Fuller would accept the 
decision as final regardless of any personal 
opinion he may or may not have held while 
the question was in dispute. Asa lawyer 
Mr. Fuller holds that a final decision by a 
court of last resort closes a controversy and 
puts a disputed question where it should not 
be reopened. Whether a decision accords 

with his persona! opinions or not he 
accepts it as the law when laid down on final 


hearing by the Supreme Court. Those who 


know his general views as to the binding 
authority of final decisions scout the idea that 
he would under any circumstances vote to 
reopen the legai-tender question. That ques- 
tion was exhaustively considered by the Su- 


vreme Court and passed upon in @ series of 


. 
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written. by Justice Horace Gray, is one of 
the abiest and best-reasoned deliverances 
ever made from the Supreme Bench. It 
definitly settled the matter in dispute, and 
there can be no doubt that Mr. Fuller as 
Chief Justice would accept the decision as 
conclusive. 


A POSITIVE REPUBLICAN TARIFF POLICY. 

The Boston Journal, which has been dis- 
posed to venerate the existing tariff as sa- 
cred, seems at last to be getting its eyes open 
to the necessity of some definit revenue re- 
form action by the Republican party, and 
says there is no reason why the Republican 
party should accommodate its adversaries by 
adopting a merely passive or negative policy 
upon which a misleading and hostile inter- 
pretation can be p * But why, if the 
party neglects to present or advocate any 
specific plan for a reduction of the tariff, 
should it be a misleading and hostile inter- 
pretation of such action if voters conclude 
that there is no honest intent to reduce the 
surplus and correct the inequalities of tariff 
taxation? In the present situation if a party 
is not in favor of tariff reforni it must be 
against it. If it promises reform and tken 
refuses to make any reasonable or proper ex- 
ertion to secure that result, and contents 
itself with attempts to hinder and block the 
efforts of others to reduce the tariff, the 
proof will be sufficient to convince tens of 
thousands of moderate protectionists that 
the bounty monopolists have gained control 
of the organization and forced the party to 
falsify its own pledges. 

The Boston Journal, heretofore war tariff- 
ite,” now insists that when people turn from 
the disjointed and crippled Mills bill “ they 
may be pointed to a bill which expresses the 


Republican position, not in the generalities 


of platform resolutions, which are capable of 
diverse interpretations, but in an explicit 
and symmetrical bill.” Such a bill is 
what the Republicans need and must 
have to justify themselves before the 
country. The Mills bill at best was an im- 
perfect measure, but the Democratic caucus 
is now eviscerating its meritorious features 
and strengthening its weak and vicious 
ones, so that the Democratic tariff-reduction 
plan is being rapidly stripped of all the vir- 
tue itever had. Democratic tariff reform as 
exemplified in the Mills bill is going back- 
ward at an alarming rate. It would seem 
that the Republicans could not ask a better 
opportunity to put themseives right by com- 
ing forward with a plan of their own or by 
proposing amendments that will change the 
Mills bili for the better, not the worse. Ad- 
vocates of tariff reférm who are dissatisfied 
with the Mills bill look to the Republicans to 
propose something better. The Republican 
minority, by persisting longer in an 
obstructionist policy, will simply play 
into the hands of the Democrats and 
enable Mills and his associates to 
claim that they alone actually made an at- 
tempt in Congress to reform and lower the 
tariff. The record would then stand thus: 
Both parties pledged themselves to reform 
the tariff, but one only made any attempt to 
redeem its promise. The Democrats could 
claim at least that they had prepared and in- 
troduced a bill which contained many meri- 
torious provisions, and which as a whole 
might have been amended easily and put in 
proper form. In contrast with this the Re- 
publicans could present no definit plan nor 
affirmative action looking to an actual re- 
form of the tariff—nothing in fact but the 
record of an obstructionist, dog-in-the-man- 
ger policy. This will notdo. The Adminis- 
tration has declared that it will not continue 
to use the surplus in buying bonds at the 
market rates, and hence after the adjourn- 
ment of Congress there will be a steady accu- 
mulation of revenue in the Treasury and a 
severe contraction of the currency month by 
month unless the tariff is reduced. The Re- 
publicans must be prepared to show that 
they did something to ward off that evil and 
by affirmative action tried to secure the 
needed reduction of the tariff. They must 
have a positive record on this question, and 
they cannot begin to make it too soon. 


IMPORTANT CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 

Largely through the individual exertions 
of the Mayor two municipal works of con- 
siderable importance to the public will be 
entered upon immediately and will be com- 
pleted probably before the close of the sum- 
mer season without material expense to the 
taxpayers. These are the approaches to the 
new bridge at Dearborn street, which will 
give the people of Chicago another and 
much needed north and south thoroughfare 
over the river, and the Fifth avenue viaduct, 
which will give another uninterrupted trafiic 
roadway between the business district of 
the South Side and the manufacturing and 
residence portions of the southwest section 
of the city. | 

The latter work is probably the more im- 
portant of the two and seemed a few months 
ago @ problem impossible of solution. Fifth 
avenue now terminates at Taylor street, 
which has no bridge over the river. The 
portion of Fifth avenue south of Taylor 
street, as it appears in the maps, has never 
been opened. It is covered with a network 
of railroad tracks. The property on either 
side of the line of the street 1s owned by the 
Rock Island Company. The consent of 
this latter corporation was necessary 
to extend the street south of Taylor 
street. This permission has been with- 
held until the present. The Mayor pre- 
vailed on the corporation last week to 
withdraw its objections to running a viaduct 
or elevated road from the south line of Tay- 
lor street to the eastern approach to Twelfth- 
street bridge, the roadway to be the same 
width as Fifth avenue, In payment for 
aamages the company accepts the city’s notes 
for $70,000 at 4 per cent interest. The esti- 
mated damages under condemnation pro- 
ceedings are $150,000. The railroad company 
in view of the valuable franchises it holds 
from the city could afford to be generous. 
The West Division street-car cornoration in 
return for the right to run its tracks 
over the proposed roadway, and the 
Wisconsin Central, in virtue of an 
old contract with the city, agree to contribute 
$60,000 towards the expense of the structure. 
When completed it will pe the principal traf- 
fic trunk line between the business district 
and the West Division. The so-called ap- 
proach to the Twelfth street bridge on Clark 
street, constructed during the Harrisonian 
régime, is a bungling job. The grade is too 
steep and the approach itself is too narrow. 
The Twelfth street bridge, which cost a quar- 
ter of a million, has been almost inaccessible 
by heavy wagons from the east. When the 
new structure is completed it will be utilized 
fully. 

The Council appropriated $30,000 for the 
south approach to Dearborn street bridge 
and the Northwestern Railway Company 
promises $40,000 for the northern approach. 
These sums will not pay for tue full work, 
but the Council has authorized the use of 
unexpended balances to supplement them. 
The North Sido Street-Car Company, which 
proposes to run its cars over the bridge, 
ought to contribute to the work, which 
should be pushed without further delay. The 
crowded condition of Clark and State streets 
proves the necessity for this structure. The 
work is in good hands. Commissioner Swift 
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Some time ago Mr. Vanderbilt imported a 
French cook under a contract made abroad 
and in clear violation of the Labor-Contract 
law. Attention was called to the matter at 
the time and the illegality of the act was 
pointed out and commented upon. Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s cook, however, came to this coun- 
try, landed in New York without any diffi- 
culty or protest, went to Mr, Vanderbilt's 
kitchen, took charge of his culinary depart- 
ment, and has been engaged there ever since. 
No complaint has been made by the Amer- 
ican cooks or by any other person, and thus 
the law remains oblivious to his presence 
here, though Mr. Vanderbilt has clearly vio- 
lated it and ought to be made to pay the 
penalty. 

About the same time that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was making his contract with the chef of his 
kitchen the wardens and vestry of the Holy 
Trinity Episcopal Church in Brooklyn called 
the Rev. E. Walpole Warren, an English 
clergyman, tothe charge of their church, 
and as he was wiliing to come made 
a contract with him in the matter 
ot salary. A complaint was made against 
them, the case was brought before the 
United States Circuit Court, and it was com- 
pelied to decide under the law that the ward- 
ens and vestry had violated it and that they 
must pay the penalty—$1,000 fine—or go to 
jail. The point at issue was whether the 
preacher was a lavorer as defined by the 
law, and the court decided he was; but if 
tus worker in the Brooklyn vineyard is a la- 
borer how much more is the worker in Van- 
derbilt’s kitchen a laborer! 

Clearly, there is rank injustice in this. I? 
cooks are to go on the free list then the min- 
isters should go there too, and if ministers 
are to be taxed $1,000 a head then cooks 
should pay twice that rate. If American 
cooks do not fear the competition of the for- 
eign ones enough to clamor for the $1,000 
duty, then American ministers and laymen 
ought not to object to foreign ministers com- 
ing in free. If the cook is a necessity of life 
so is the minister. The cook only looks after 
the physical life, while the minister has the 
more important duty of looking after the 
spiritual, and to acertain extent must be 
held responsible for the condition of his con- 
gregation not only here but hereafter. Of the 
two the cook is the luxury, and if Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s tastes are so refined that they can- 
not be satisfied with the home productions, 
which are good enough for other people, then 
he should be made to pay for his foreign im- 
portetion. It may be argued that the war- 
dens and vestry of Holy Trinity ought to be 
satisfied with an American parson. This, 
however, is a question which admits of dis- 
cussion. In any eventintellectual and spirit- 
ual benefit ought not to be placed upon the 
same plane as gastronomical, and most cer- 
tainly should not be taxed to the full extent 
of the law while the other goes free. If this 
state of things is to continue, the only re- 
course tor churches wanting foreign min- 
isters will be to apply to Mr. Vanderbilt and 
let him make the contract. If he can run a 
cook in free of duty he ought to have no dif- 
ficulty in importing parsons. Meanwhile the 
anomaly remains that a cook may be import- 
ed and escape the law while the clergyman 
or those who import him have to pay the full 
penalty. The Labor-Contract law seéms to 
be a singularly flexible and one-sided meas- 
ure. 


THE DEMOCRATIC ART BARBARIANS. 

The acceptance by the House Democratic 
caucus of an amendment to the Mills bill 
taking works of art from the free list and 
restoring the 390 per cent tax, which is not 
needed for either revenue or protection, is a 
conspicuous illustration of the hypocrisy and 
barbarism of these alleged tariff-reformers. 
The amendment was offered by Mr. Holman, 
barbarian, of Indiana. We do not under- 
stand that there are any painting factories 
or statue factories in that gentleman's dis- 
trict clamoring for protection. If there are 
there is no danger of foreign competition 
with their products either in price or quality. 
The artists of this country ina body, rein- 
forced by the art dealers, have petitioned 
Congress on more than one occasion for a 
remission of the duty, and American artists 
abroad, whose works are admitted here free 
of duty, have also joined in the petition ask- 
ing the same privilege for their foreign 
brethren. They have pointed out with irre- 
sistible logic that art cannot be expected to 
flourish in this country so long as this inhos- 
pitabie, excessive, and destructive tariff is 
imposed, and that it is only a question 
of time when foreign countries, which admit 
art works free, will retaliate in kind 
and even deny American artists access to 
their galleries, which are now free to them. 
The foreign Governments have been unusu- 
ally liberal to our artists and have removed 
every restriction in their way, while we have 
continued this excessive tax, which is not 
asked for but protested against by the entire 
body of American artists. The value of 
foreign importations of this class in 1887 was 
$1,925,906 and the duties paid $557,772, and 
yet for this paltry and unnecessary revenue, 
collected as alleged protection, against which 
the producers have petitioned over and over 
again, these Democratic tariff-reformers 
vote to continue the tax, which is to all in- 
tents and purposes a tax upon education. 
The only rational explanation which can be 
given for the conduct of the caucus, taken in 
opposition to the expressed wishes of the 
whole world of artists and art dealers, is 
that it is bent upon destroying art in this 
country altogether or keeping it down to the 
lowest conditions. But all the same it is a 
fair iliustration of the hypocrisy of these al- 
leged tariff-reformers. 


SPONGING ON VANDERBILT. 

The dangers and annoyances to which 
wealthy Americans are subjected abroad are 
exemplified in the case of Mr. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. No sooner had he set foot in 
London than a multitude of pests in the 
shape of subscription-hunters and social 
blackmaiiers in a genteel way swarmed upon 
him like mosquitoes. To escape their per- 
sistent pursuit he was obliged to quit the 
city and take refuge with friends in the 
provinces. The wealthy American pays the 
penalty of his wealth when he goes abroad. 
If an heiress she is hunted from pillar to post 
by impecunious and decayed members of the 
nobility, eager to recruit their tinances and 
exchange an empty titie fora full purse. If 
a capitalist he is hounded by ten thon- 
sand and one representatives of alieged 
charities and reforms, institutions organized 
to support a lot of sinecures in luxurious 
idleness, who leave him no peace until he has 
put his name on their subscription books. 
Undoubtedly Americans themselves are much 
to blame for ail this through the lavish way 
in which they disburse money abroad. They 
have helped to give foreigners the impression 
that all American wurists are wealthy, care- 
less of money, and generous even to prodi- 
gality. If Americans in Europe would imi- 
tate the economy of Englishmen in America, 
spend their money judiciously and refase to 
be bled at every turn, they would do much to 
check this tipping and tapping to which they 
are subjected. Englishmen ard other for- 
eigners are not troubled in this country, 
however they may be, nor is it likely 
that Americans would be troubled in Europe 
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Dramshops at School and Church Doors. 

One of the mutilations of the Hamline ordi- 
nance was the striking out of the provision for- 
bidding the future location of dramshops within 
200 feet of private schools. The grogshop Alder- 
men said it would destroy hundreds of places 
of business. 

Ald. Hamline insisted that the private-scbool 
clause would not affect twenty saloons. The 
ordinance included only schools in buildings 
exclusively used for school purposes. Collector 
Onahan had furnished him with figures showing 
that only 274 of the 4,000 saloons were located 
within 200 feet of churches, hospitals, and all 
kinds of schools. He argued that a small per 
cent of the 274 saloons were near private schools, 
the number so small that it was a bugatelie to 
the brewers, 

Mr. Cullerton said he had figures showing that 
650 saloons were within 200 feet of private schools. 
He moved to strike out certain portions of the 
Hamline ordinance—the result being to make it 
accord with the ordinance introduced by him at 
the last meeting. He proposed to leave standing 
the local-option residence section. Then some 
more parliamentary law followed. 

Ald. Wetherell thought that if 650 saloons were 
removed it would bea good thing—the more there 
were removed the better. Heretofore the Coun- 
cil had asked the saloonkeepers what they 
wanted. The public seemed disposed now to 
have something to say. He hoped the Council 
would not go on record as a saloonkeepers’ Coun- 
cil. Unless the ordinance was passed the public 
seatiment was such that it would be ten times 
worse for the saloonkeepers next year. 


Five of the six Aldermen which the new 
redistricting scheme dictated by Ed Cullerton 
gives to the old Fourteenth Ward voted Mon- 
day night just as they were directed by 2 tough- 
looking saloonkeeper deputed by Rubens for 
that purpose. The five are Horn, Weinhardt, 
Kowalski, Bowler, and Doornbos. The combined 
intelligence of the five would not make intel- 
lectual or moral capital sufficient for an ordinary 
constable. Rubens was right in appointing a 
guardian to watch over them in the grogshop 
interest. Better things were expected from 
Weinhardt. Kowalski is disposed to be decent, 
but the pressure was too strong for such a weak- 
ling, One Alderman like D. W. Ryan, who repre- 


sented the old ward in the Council, would be worth 


‘the whole five. Ald. Johnson, the representative 
of the Scandinavian element of the old ward, gen- 
erally votes with the decent Aldermen. He has 
been misled once or twice by his colleague, 
Weinhardt, but he is becoming more watchful, 
Strange to say, Ald. Cullerton and his colleague 
Bartels are the only Aldermen from the south- 
west section who have been coaverted from their 
wrong courses by the uprising of the Roman 
Catholic churchmen in that quarter. Cullerton 
has intelligence enough to understand the drift 
of opinion among his constituents, while Bartels 
is evidently a young man of good intentions who 
has not appeared to advantage on account of his 
peculiar environment. Better things may be 
expected of him in the future. Weber, Monear, 
and Wallner belong to the Powers-Sheridan 
gang of disreputables. Unless Love and Mur- 
phy are carefdl they will be soon ranked with 
the gang men also.

GEN, SHERIDAN’S CONDITION AT LEAST 
TEMPORARILY IMPROVED. 


He Is Well Enough to Complain in His 
Usual Vigorous Way of the Restraints of 
the Sick Room—His Life Is Still in Dan- 
ger, However, aad It Will Be Many Days 
Before the Doctors Cana State Other- 
wise—An Honor at the Hands of the 
Senate. : 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 29.—[Special.]— 

At midnigut everything was quiet at Gen. 

Sheridan’s house. Mrs. Sheridan was said 


to be sleeping, while Dr. O'Reilly and Col. 


Mike Sheridan were with the General. Ev- 
erything points to a restful night. 

“Gen. Sheridan has been socross today 
that we know he’s better,“ said one of the 
attendants tonight. When the General is 


well enough to complain of the restraints of 


the sick room—and to complain in his usual 


vigorous way—everybody who knows him is 
ready to believe that he 1s better, even 
though his improvement may last only 
a few days or a few hours. His life 
is still in danger and it will be many days 
before the doctors can venture to state other- 
wise. Some of the physicains who are notin 
attendance, and who are therefore free to 
speak, say the danger now to be looked for, 
when the General gets strong enough, is a 
recurrence of the heart failure froma mo- 
ment’s excitement or from any cause. 
Since the last failure he has been so 
weak that only the oxygen kept him alive 
and there wasn’t much chance of any reac- 
tion. While the members of the family and 
the attendants realize that he is still in a 
critical condition his vitality has been so 
great that they feel there is now room for 
hope. The cheerful faces at the house to- 
day showed how genuine this feeling was, 
The early morning hours were the most 
trying. It was yesterday morning at 7 when 
Gen. Sheridan was so low that his death was 
looked for every moment. That hour passed 
this morning and ne was resting quietiy. 
An hour later he was awake, was fully con- 


scious, and began to complain. Then it was 
felt that there was no immediate danger 
of another sinking spell. Col. Kellogg ap- 
— about 8 o’clock and showed in every 
eature his gratification at the improved 
condition in which he found his stricken 
chief after the night’s rest. The General 
seems greatly improved,” he said, *‘ and not- 
withstanding the fact that the disease still 
remains we are greatly encouraged now to 
hope that he will pull through.

ENGLISH OPINION OF SHERIDAN. 


“Standard” Praises His Soldierly 
Qualities.

Loxpox, May 20.— The Standard devotes a 
one- column editorial to the career of Gen. 
Sheridan. It says Gen. Sheridan is even 
now but 57 years of age, so that at his first 
coming to the front as a cavalry leader he 
was barely.34. He was not only one of three 
Federal Generals who managed to see the 
close of the struggle with untarnished 
laureis, but the youngest of the trio, and it 
would not be exaggerating his merits to say 
that he was in many respects equal to eitner of 
the others. At all events he was their comple- 
ment, for what Sherman and Grant lacked 
Sheridan possessed, and without his brilliant 
coéperation the dismal war might have 
dragged on some time longer, though it is 
scarcely within the bounas of possibility 
that it could have ended otherwise than it 
dia. The article carefully summarizes Sner- 
idan’s soldier career as one of the most 
brilliant of modern times, and compliments 
him higbly for following Sherman’s example 
in rigidly nA from politics. It 
closes by saying that briltiancy, indeed, has 
been Sheridan’s leading characteristic, but 
military critics such as Badeau and Grant 
himself valued quite as highly his deter- 
mination and readiness in device, his per- 
sonal courage, 4 whoa power, and 
strategic ability. His fine presence in battle 
fired his soldiers, though his prudence had 
little of the Celt in its composition. As 
Livy said of Hannibal, nothing which 
was going on among the enemy escaped him, 
and in the years since the glamour of the 
Civil War has passed away the country has 
perceived in the prudence with which he con- 
trolied the Indians and his firm avoidance of 
political baits which proved so fa at- 
tractive for some of his brother officers that 
they had not mistaken the solid qualities of 
the man who, like the Carthagenian soldier, 
from his first arrival drew the eyes of the 
whole army upon him. The illness that has 
now seized him leaves little room for hope, 
but the name of Sheridan will aiways figure 
ns in the records of the American Civil

Edwin Booth’s Priucely Gift to the Piay- 
ers’ Club—Esmonde, the Irish Orator, 
Takes $10,000 Home with Him to Re- 
fate Chamberiain’s Statement thet 
America Had Lost Interest in Ireland— 
A Cleveland Brewer Fatally Stabs Him- 
self—Brief Bits of News. 

New York, May 29. — [Special.] —Some 
time ago Mr. Bernhard Koenig, publisher of 
a German paper, Der Reporter, at No. 115 Park 
row, heard that several Germans had pur- 
chased worthless foreign bonds. He inves- 
tigated the matter, and. May 17 published in 
his paper a full list of the various foreign 
bonds which are for sale here, their face 
value, and the prices charged for them by 
dealers. He also announced that the next 
number of the paper would contain a full 
exposé of the practices of certain men whom 
he called European bond swindiers.”’ 

A copy of this paper fell into the hands of 
Mr. Eaward Sanders, a dealer in toreign 
bonds at the corner of Broadway and Fulton 
streets, and he at once instructed his lawyer 
to take action against the paper. The lawyer 
enjoined the International News Company, 
which hanales Der Reporter, and the news 
company straightway notified Mr. Koenig 
that it could not assume the responsibility of 
circulating any number of his paper in which 
Mr. Sanders’ name might appear. Mr. Koenig 
said today: There are about a dozen rms 
in this city who live by fooling poor people. 
They purport to sell foreign bonds, 
but they have no foreign bonds 
to sell. Their plan is a simple 
one. When they start m business 
they go to some well-known banker in Wall 
street and buy from him a few foreign bonds, 
depositing on them from 2} to 3 per cent, 
according to the fluctuations of the market. 
Trey do not receive these bonds, but are en- 
titled to hold them until their full value is 
paid. Having then this slight claim on a few 
foreign bonds they print hundreds of certifi- 
cates, which to the unwary and uneducated 
look like genuine bonds, and which purport 
to be guarantees that after certain monthly 
instaliments have been paid the 
bonds (the names of which have n 
stamped on the certificates) will be delivered 
to the subscribers. These men own nothing 
except a few bonds, and yet they persuade 
hundreds of thrifty persons to buy certiti- 
cates which are worthless.”

GENERAL WASHINGTON NOTES, 


New Bill for Funding the 
Debt. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 29.—Representa- 
tive Plumb of Illinois introduced in the 
House by request a bill for refunding the 
public debt and amending the National bank 
laws. It proposes to authorize the issue of 
21¢ per cent fifty-year bonds, payable in coin, 
to be exchangeable at their face -value, 
with interest added, for Government cur- 
rency, National bank currency, Treasury 
notes, and any other class of bonds now out- 
standing against the Government. The securi- 
ties so redeemed are tc be destroyed. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is also. te issue 
T ury notes in denominations ranging 
from $2 to $1,000 exchangeable for these 23 
per cent bonds. National banks are to be 
permitted to use the bonds for security for 
their circulation, and all currency they may 
receive for the bonds now on deposit is to be 
exempt from taxation, except to the extent 
of half of 1 per cent, and the fund realized 
from this tax (which is denominated an in- 
surance tund) is to be used to supply any 
deficiencies in the assets of a failing bank. 
A section of the bill provides that the Na- 
tional debt shall be maintained at $1,000,000,000 
as the basis for the circulating medium of 
the country. 

: CKITICISING THE PRESIDENT.

He understood that the President was in 
favor of the bill reported by the Senator 
from Missouri (Vest) allowing post-office 
buildings in towns of 4,000 or 5,000 inhabit- 
ants, and for which he (Sherman) intended 
to vote when it was putin properform. He 
disappreved of the way in which the veto 
power was asserted in small matters. Mr. 
Sherman’s.remarks}were replied to by Messrs. 
Vest and Call, and after considerable debate 


the messuge was referred to tue Committee 


on Public Buildings and Grounds. 
ANOTHER BLOW FOR SPARKS. 

Immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal the House went into Committee of the 
Whole (Mr. Blount of Georgiain the chair) 
on the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Appropriation bill. An amendment was 
adopted appropriating $22,000 to meet the ex- 
penses of the twelfth biennial session of the 
og ye of Washington Territory. 

r. Perkins of Kansas offered an amend- 
ment requiring ten inspectors of iand claims 
to be appointed from the clerks in the 
eral Land-Office. He said that the late Com- 
missioner of the Land-Office, Andrew Jack- 
son Sparks, had issued an order suspending 
all entries in a large section of the country, 
and had devoted his official life to harassing 
and embarrassing poor settlers in their ef- 
forts to secure homes. He was all right as 
long as he confined himself to striking down 
the poor settlers, but when he attempted to 
use the same methods against a railroad 
company he was ordered by the Admunistra- 
tion to step down and out. Tne amendment 
was ruled out on a point of order. 

The committee finally rose and reported 
the bill and amendments to the House. 

Mr. Hoiman of Indiana demanded a sepa- 
rate vote on the amendment increasing the 
clerical force of the Civil-Service Commission. 
The vote resvited 33 to 37 and the point of 
no quorom was made. The House tnen ad- 
journed untii Thursday. 

WORKING ON THE MILLS BILL. 

The Democratic members of the Committee 
on Ways and Means have had under consid- 
eration the amendment proposed by Mr. 
Springer of Iliinois, to place upon the free 
list such articles on the dutiable list as are 
controlled as to their product and price by 
trusts and combinations, but did not report 
upon the subject to the caucus. It is under- 
stood that the committee is adverse to the 
proposition, although it recognizes the ne- 
cessity of legislation which will prevent the 
perpetuation of the pool system. 

TO PREPARE A LARDINE BILL 

Chairman Hatch of the House Committee 
on Agriculture yesterday appointed the fol- 
lowing sub-committee, to which has been re- 
ferred the Butterworth Lardine bill, and 
the various amendments that have been 
offered to it looking to the prevention of 
food udulteration: essrs. Burnett of Mas- 
sachusetts, Chairman; Stahinecker, New 
York; Davidson, Alabama; Conger, Iowa; 
and Laird, Nebraska. On motion of a mem- 
ber of the committee Mr. Hatch was re- 
quested to act as one of the members of the 
sub-committee. The sub-committee has been 
instructed to report a bill covering the 
matter to the full committee. 

NOTES OF A DAY. 

President Cleveland and party left Wash- 
ington for New York this afternoon. 

The President has vetoed the bill provid- 
ing for a public building at Columbus, Ga. 

The War Department has sent to the Sen- 
ate an estimate of $275,000 for temporary repairs 
do the dam at Rock Island Arsenal, and urging 
an immediate appropriation for the same. 

Senator Sherman, from the Committee on 
Finance, today reported favorably, with amend- 
ments, the bill to reimburse the depositors of 
the Freedmen's Savings & Trust Company for 
losses incurred by the failure of that institution. 

Senator Ingalis will not be able to accept 
the invitation of the Chicago soldiers to address 
them the night before the Chic Convention 
meets. He has so stated to presentative 
George E. Adams, through whom the invitation 
was extended. 

A delegation from Kentucky, including 
Senator Beck, Gov. Knott. and Representatives 
Caruth and McCreary, called at the White House 
today and invited the President, in case he vis- 
ited Cincinnati the 4th of July next, to extend 
his trip to Louisville. The President said, with 
a smile. that he would accept the invitation in 
case he was in that neighborhood.

The good done is verformed quietly and 
without ostentawon; no trumpets blare when 
a kind word is spoxen to one in distress, 
cymbals do not clash when cbarity is extend- 
ed, and heralds do not proclaim the fact 
when good is done “ In His Name.” 

The second annual meeting of The King’s 
Daughters” was held at the Young Ladies’ 
Christian Association Hall in Fifteenth 
street Tuesday. Twelve hundred compli- 
mentary, tickets had been issued, and none 
could enter save those bearing a ticket or 
wearing the little silver cross, the symbol of 
the order. The hall was crowded to its 
utmost capacity, and hundreds of members 
blockaded the ways and the street 
who could not gain admission. The platform 
was a bank of palms and many-colored blos- 
soms, with a raised cushion of purple violets 
in the shape of a Maltese cross, with I. H. 
N.“ in white roses in the centre. 

Half hidden behind the screen of flowers 
were the ladies who originated the society 
twenty-eight months „ They were Mrs.

In January last a branch organization was 
formed called The King’s Sons,” which 
has already accomplished many good works.

THE HAYTIAN TROUBLE. 


The Yantic to Protect American Interests 
if Need Be. 

New York, May 29.—[Special.|—The news 
regarding the sending of the United States 
steamer Yanticto Hayti to watch political 
events there has exercised commercial cir- 
cles a good deal in this city, which exports 
quite largely to the negro republic. Infor-

The representations that have led 
to this order are attributed to the youth and 
inexperience of the American Minister to 
Hayti, Mr. Thompson, whose judgment as to 
the existing facts is believed to be greatly at 
fault. Such at least is the opinion expressed 
by those in New York familiar with Haytian 
affairs. The firms which have most exten- 
sive dealings with the island are incredulous 
as to any present danger of insurrection. 
Their latest advices, which came by the last 
steamer from Port au Prince, are of the most 
peaceful character. They do not apprehend 
any trouble so long as President Salomon 
lives. He is exceedingly popular and a supe- 
ri or man.

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IT CAN BE SECURED BY GIVING THE 
VESSEL-DISPATCHER CONTROL. 


At Present He Is Without Authority Over 
the Bridge-Tenders and Powerless to 
Do Better Work—Two Riots of Steve- 
dores Result from Strikes—An Unknown 
Barge Ashore on Beaver Island—Big 
Day for Charters at Baffalo. 


As the marine season progresses it has become 
evident that if the city authorities are to succeed 
fully in their desire to regulate the river and 
bridges the telephone system and the vessel-dis- 
patcher must be given their proper place, instead 
ofremaining tacked on as a bay-window, so to 
speak, to the old régime of sovereign bridgemen 
and a vassal public. In the old way of doing 
things the bridgetenders were under the harbor- 
master. The introduction of the telephone sys- 
tem virtually placed the bridgemen under 
the vessel-dispatcher, as he is in con- 
stant communication with them over the 
telephones, in giving orders for the 
opening of their bridges. Their daily reports are 
made to him, he must necessarily keep track of 
their work, and yet he has no authority over 
them. They do as they see fit—several are not 
slow in taking advantage of the situation—and 
his only recourse is to enter complaint with the 
harbormaster. Owing to the illy-deftined bound- 
aries of their authority a deal of jealousy exists 
between the vessel-dispatcher and the harbor- 
master, which results in these complaints being 
pocketed and notiiing more is heard of them. A 
complete break-up of discipline has followed, as 
a matter of course, and the public and vessel- 
— equally suffer from the bad handling of

orders are not carried out. A better service. 


would atonce follow this change. There are 
other reasons, however, for the Council 
taking this action. Bills for several thousand 
dollars have been placedin the handsof the 
Harbormaster from time to time by the City En- 
neer for collection from boats damaging the 
ridges. The Harbormaster has not had time to 
attend to the collection, and the city is in danger 
of losing the money from the delay. Without 
the bridges to look after the Harbormaster could 
easily collect most of these outstanding bills.

BUFFALO, N. V., May 29.—[Special.]—Twenty- 
five lumber carriers are at Tonawanda and there 
are just three crews of lumber-shovers working. 
These are non-union men. The difficulty arose 
from the activity of the non-union crews in get- 
ting work. They have labored overtime and 
taken a numberof boats from union men.

HOW HE GOT THE HORSE. 

Tall Bull bimself had mounted his horse at 
the first attack and had reached the hills 
and rallied his men. He tried to get them to

Bull was riding a swift orev horse which 
was mag ik hes Be um here, ere, and every- 
where lize wind. As soon asI saw that 
horse I wanted him. The Indians were 
strung around on the high bluffs to the 
south. There was one ravine that ran right 
4 to the top of the bluff and I noticed that 
all Bull rode up near its head every few 
minutes. I left my horse and ran up ra- 
vine unseen by the Indians until I reached 
the place near where the Chief passed. 80 I 
says, “Mr. Tall Bull, the next time you come 
along here you will hear something go off.” 
Presently he came dashing by. It was his 
last dash, for oid Lucretia — and off that 
gray horse tumbled Tall Bull. As soon as 

o horse discovered he was riderless he 
turned and started down the hill towards 
the camp and I ran down the ravine to catch 
him. By the time I had got down a soldier 
had secured him and did not want to give 
him up, but I took him all the same. 

Returning to Fort Sedgwick, we remained 
there two or three weeks getting ready for 
another expedition. During this time I ran 
Tail Bull in ten races, distances from 200 
yards up to two miles, and won every one of 
them by a length or more. He never nad to 
run his best either to beat anything in our 
command or at the fort. I won about $3,000 
on him at Fort McPherson that fall. I ran 


way, and never lostarace. On my last race 
I wagered $500 that I could run him a mile in- 
side of one minute and fifty-five seconds and 
get off and on him eight times in the mile. I 
won again. While he was running I would 
grab his mane in my left hand, place my 
right on his withers, and my feet would no 
more than touch the ground before I was on 

8 1 1 I sold Tall Bull to Lieut. 
Mason at Fort D. A. Russell in the spring of 
1870, to run against some of the crack horses 
of Wyoming, and I believe he was never 
beaten, . 

A BAST RACE. 

I do not know who owned him after cuts, 
but several years subsequently and after 
had left that part of the country the old 
horse turned up again at Fort McPherson. 
He seemed a mere wreck of his former self. 
The old post 8 a Mr. Parker, 
was at that time looking around for a horse 
to enter at the Fourth of July races, which 
always formed a feature of the diversions at 
a frontier post the National holiday. He had 
seen ull runin the days long gone by, 
but now he seemed so stiff and lame that it 
appeared to be folly to think of putting him 
into the race. The Fourth of July came, how- 
ever, and Parker had his money up but no 
horse. He determined to risk it with Tall 
Bull. Hetrimmed his long feet, which had 
been neglected for years, rubbed him down, 
and the old horse was led on tbe track. 
When he saw the twenty other horses 
ready for the race, their riders hard- 
ly able to control them, he pricked up 
his ears and the old fire came back into his 
eyes. He seemed to recognize the old battie- 
gro . His appearance was such, how- 
ever, that those present began to guy him. 
They asked his rider if he expected to get 
back that night, and recommended him to 
take biankets and b along. When the 
horse started, though, he was up among the 
leaders. In the first quarter several passed 
him, and at the half-mile he was about tenth 
in the race. Then he began to show his old 
staying power and passed the others one by 
one. ose who were present that to 
see him coming 4: the homestretch no one 
would think that he had ever had a stiff bone 
in his body. He won the race with tifty feet 

pare. The cheer that those rough sol- 
him as he came in must have done 

heart good, for I believe he under- 

stood its import. After this he found a good 
home at Fort McPherson and tender care 


until he died. 
BUCKSKIN JOE. 

In May, 1870, I found myself guide and chief 
of scouts for Gen. Thomas A. Duncan’s ex- 
1 We were in camp on the Repub- 

can River, just above the mouth of Beaver 
Creek, when our herd of wagon mules was 
attacked by the Indians. At this time the 
command had,in addition to the white sol- 

diers, four companies of friendly Pawnee In- 
dians under command of the late lamented 
and celebrated Maj. Frank North, as true ana 
brave a man as ever wore spurs. The Paw- 
nees were bitter enemies to the Sioux. When 
the Indians attacked the mules I happened to 
have my horse saddied and standing in front 
of my tent. In an instant I had mounted 
him. The Pawnees waited for no orders, as 
the regular soldiers did, but ran for their 
horses, and, mounting them bareback, rushed 
for the Sioux. As soon as the Sioux saw 
them coming they broke and ran, the Paw- 
nees and myself giving chase. The horse I 
was on was fast for two or three miles, and 
I easily kept up with the fastest of the Paw- 
nee horses. After keeping up the chase for 
about three miles I looked back and saw a 
Pawnee ber woe up behind as on a big 
buckskin an: 6 passed me as though 1 
were standimg still. From that moment I 
wanted that horse. 

When we got back to camp I hunted up 
Maj. North and commenced a trade for him. 
Finally, by giving the indian some prescnts 
and a Government horse, I made the ex- 
change and again had a war horse. Buckskin 
Joe was nota racehorse like Tall Bull, but 
for a long distance he was hissuperior. Some 
weeks after returning to the fort Gen. 
Emery, who was in command of the district, 
ordered me to make a scout as far over as 
Frenchman’s Fork, eighty miles away. I 
started alone, leading Joe for my war horse 
and for a run home if jumped by tue wild 
boys. Istruck the fork in the night, and, 
finding a quiet little place in the bend of the 
river, I camped. At break of day I climbed 
a tall tree near by to take alook up and down 
the river. I had climbed about thirty feet 
when I] saw several streaks of blue smoke 
rising up through the trees not half a miie 
away. I slid out of that tree mighty quickly, 
and running up to Joe soon had him saddied. 
I had to find out the size of that village, how- 
ever, and make my report to the General. 
1 tied Joe to a tree and crept up a high hill, 
from the top of which I had a good view of it. 

A SEVENTY-MILE RACE. 

Then, with ali the information I wanted, I 
started for Joe, when I espied a band of In- 
dians coming up the ravine in which Joe was 
tied. They were notamile away, but had 
not discovered me. The grass didn’t grow 
under my feet while I was getting down the 
hill to Joe, and we were soon making hively 
tracks out of that ravine. The Indians came 
on quictiy until they reached the tree to 
which Joe had been tied. Thenthey sawthe 
fresh trail running up the ravine. In a sec- 
ond they were after me. There were about 
forty of them out on a buffalo hunt and 
mounted on their best horses. I had no time 
to go after the other horses, which I had tied 
further off. I would soon have to leave the 
ravine and get out on the level prairie, which 
stretched away for miles, and where 1 could 
be easily seen. When IL got out on the level 

round I put Joe to his pest. I kept looking 

k, and when I was about a mie and a 
haif out on the prairie the Indians came in 
sight. They saw me at once, and on they 
came. 

I knew it would bea long race, for I was 
eighty miles from any white man. The In- 
dians never got any closer to me than they 
were n they started, but they would not 
give up, thinking that my horse would surely 
give out, But they were mistaken; Joe held 
his owa. They chased me within about ten 
miles of the fort before they gave up. I had 
run Joe at least seventy miles, with hardly a 
stop. I thought the run would kill him, but 
two days afterwards, when the troops were 
ready to go after the Indians, Joe was ready 
to go also. When we got back to the French- 
man the Indian was ne. I went 
where I had left the horse ti to the tree 
some days before. expected the Indians 
had found him, but they had not. The voor 
brute was there and nearly dead for water. 
He had eaten everything in his reach, but 
could not break the strong bis to get to 
water. He got well, however, I rode him 
hundreds of miles afterwards. 

A JOLLY HUNTING PARTY. 

In the fail of 1870 the Earl of Dunraven 
came to Fort McPherson for an elk hunt. I 
was ordered by Gen. Sheridan te accom- 
pany the Earl and his party, and a 
company of soldiers was sent along as 
an escort. The Earl preferred to hunt elk 
instead of buffalo, as it was the more ex-

entire twenty days. It was the jolliest hunt 
I was ever on, for no one can help being 
happy either in campaigning or on a hunt 
when Gen. Sheridan commands in person. 

In the party was Mr. Lawrence Jerome, to 
whom I took a great liking from the first. 
When they were selecting the horses which 
they were going to ride on the hunt Mr. 
Jerome took me quietly into his tent and 
asked me to take something, in which he 
joined. Then he sang a song entitled 1 
shot an Indian on a stump a hundred miles 
away.“ After the song he said: Now, 
Bison William, you know me, Pete. I want 
a horse. Iam no featherweight. But Iam 
not looking for a dray horse. And if you 
ever expect to die beiore you go some place 
you must get me a good one. Those young 
chaps, Jim Bennett, Johnnie Heckscher, Co 
Crosby, and Carroll Livingston have been 
poking fun at me, and say that I will have to 
shoot buffalo from the ambulance.” Here he 
asked me to take something again. in which 
he joined. I told him that he could have old 
Joe. He was delighted, and when they 
asked him to come and pick out his horse he 
lay back in the shade of his tent and said 
that anything would do forhim. He didn’t 
want the best. 

LARRY JEROME’S SHARP TRICK. 

the next morning we started, and when 
the others saw him mounted on Joe, of whom 
they nad all heard, they exclaimed: “*O, no, 
Jerome don’t want the best.“ Jerome didn’t 
try his hand at a buffalo run for some days. 
He had not been on a horse for a long time. 
He told the others tnat he was only waiting 
until we struck the main herd before he 
turned himself loose. On the way from the 
Republican River to Beaver Creek we struck 
the main herd, anu then Jerome went for 
them. All of this time old Joe had been so 
lazy that Jerome began to think he was no 
good. but as soon as he was started for those 

uffalo he forgot all about being lazy, and 
in spite of all his rider could 
do to the contrary soon had him right 
in among them and so close that he could 
poke them with his gun. Fora young ten- 
derfoot Jerome did spiendidly, killing seven. 
Then he pulled Joe up and dismounted, in- 
tending to try a few shots from on foot at 
those running by, but he thoughtlesly turned 
Joe loose, and Joe, thinking the hunt was 
not over, continued after the buffalo, leaving 
his rider afoot and alone on the plains. Pres- 
ently some of the party discovered the lone 
hunter and an ambulance was sent to bring 
him. Joe was gone, though, and we saw no 
more of him on that trip. On our return to 
Fort McPherson he was there, having come 
in with the saddle under his belly and both 
stirrups on his feet. He had found his way 
back, a distance of about ninety miles. The 
night after Joe got away Mr. Jerome was 
tried by court martial for losing a Govern- 
ment horse. 

Oln January, 1872, the Grand Duke Alexis 
of Russia came to Fort McPherson for a 
hunt. Gens. Sheridan, Ord, Custer, Forsyth, 
and many other prominent American army 
officers accompanied the Grand Duks and 
his or & On this tmp I let the Grand Duke 
ride old Joe, and from his back he killed 
eight buffalo. After the many long rides and 
so much hard work Joe to grow biind 
and was condemned and sold. I got a friend 
to buy him, and after I moved to North Platte 
I had him with me. He was stone blind, but 
he knew my voice and would come to me 
from as far as he could hear it. He was pet 
around the house. Everybody fed him and, 
blind though he he knew just where to 
go. I kept him until he died, and he is now 
buried at North Platte. 

CHARLEY, THE THOROUGHBRED. 

After Joe came Chariey, a dark-bay half 
Kentucky thoroughbred. j. North bought 
him for me ia the eastern part of Nebraska. 
I never used him as a war ho but kept 
him simply for hunting. In runnfüg elk he 
showed remarkable staying qualities. The 
first long ride I gave bim was after wild 
horses, when I ran him about fifteen miles, 
overtaking a bunch and staying with them 
for several miles while I was trying to 
“crease’’ them—shooting them in the mus- 
cles of the neck. I made a wager after that 
of $500 that I could ride him 100 miles in ten 
hours Over a prairie road. I did it in nine 
hours and forty-five minutes. The 17th of 
May, 1883, I opened my Wild West show in 
Omaha, Neb., on Charley, When the Wild 
West went to Europe, im 1887, old Charley 
was the star horse. Nearly everybody 
in London got to know him and quite 
a number of the royalty Bad a ride on 
his back. Among others was the Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia, cousin to the Grand Duke 
Alexis. He rode him several times and 
chased my herd of buffalo on him.. He also 
rode him in the stage-coach attack, and be- 
came quite attached to him. After closing 
our English engagement we sailed for home 
on the Persian Monarch. I spent a great 
dealofmy time below decks with Charley. 
The morning of May 14, 1888, I went down to 
see him and gave him some sugar In less 
than an hour after my groom told me that he 
was sick. I went down again and found he 
had a chill. In spite of all we could do he 
grew rapidly worse, and at2o’clock in the 
morning of May 17 he died. The death of a 
human being could not have excited more 
real mourning. Every one had some remi- 
niscence to relate of old Chariey’s sagacity, 
and manv an eye was moist with tears. 

His burial was appointed for 8 o’clock in 
the evening. I should have preterred to 
carry him home and bury him on the prairie, 
but this was impossible. During the day he 
lay in state upon tne deck, decently wrapped 
in a canvas shroud and covered with the 
Stars and Stripes. Atthe appointed hour 
the entire ship’s company assembied. The 
band plaved Auld Lang Syne.” Lights 
were burned, and at last,as the faithful 
creature glided gently into the water, the 
ship’s cannon boomed a last farewell to my 
constant friend and companion of the last 
fifteen years, knowing full well that never 
again could I have such an intelligent, faith- 
ful, docile horse as he whose grave we made 
that night on the Georgia Shoals.

The Product of Wheat Estimated at More 
than 16,000,000 Bushels 

Kansas City, Mo., May 29.—[Special.]— 
Cuthburt Powell, a well-known stockman 
and agricultural editor, in an interview to- 
day says: ‘* Diligent inquiry made the last 
week from those having the closest business 
connection with the State has brought forth 
nothing but the most encouraging reports. 
Hopeful and confident feeling prevails 
among the farmers. The chinch - bugs, 
which have infested the wheat-fields of Kan- 
sas for the last two years have done littie 
harm this season, though they are present in 
large numbers. The cold and heavy rains 
have killed them dy millions. As the crop is 
now virtually made, wheat having headed 
out long ago and the berry being well 
formed, little damage can be done by insects, 
and the best yield 1s expected of any for a 
number of years. Harvest will begin in the 
southern counties by June 10, and will be 
pretty well under way all over the State by 
the middle of the month. 

The wheat acreage of the State this year 
is given at 1,315,818 acres. Estimating the 

ieid at 12 bushels, which, it is thought, will

we will have a crop of 15,789,516 bushels. 


Last year the acreage was (. 208.819 and the 
92 5.85 bushels per acre, making a crop of

other States, means higher prices than for a 
number of seasons. No. 2 soft winter wheat 
is worth in our market now about 86 cents.

RECEIVER PARKER'S FEE. 


An Interested Person Objects to $17,500 
Being Paid. 

Thomas Parker Jr., receiver of the wholesale 
liquor firm of Adams, Smith, Sherwin & Co., which 
failed several months ago, presented his final re- 
port to Judge Collins yesterday, and asked for an 
order confirming it. Attorney George W. Plum- 
mer objected, and on behalf of James D. Tanner 
filed a petition charging Receiver Parker with 
extortion in demanding and receiving $17.500 for 
his services and counsel fees. It is stated that 
last February the creditors of the firm entered 
into an agreement fora compromise and settie- 
ment of their claims for 50 cents on the dollar. 
Mr. Tanner says that Receiver Parker approved 
the terms of the settlement and filed a petition in 
court asking to have it confirmed, and an order 
Was made that the receiver carry out the terms 
of the agreement between the creditors and 
Adams, Smith, Sherwin & Co., and the settle- 
ment was made. Prior to the making of the 
agreement for settlement, and while it was 
being canvassed, Tanner alleges that Receiver 
Parker declined to approve the pian of settle- 
ment or petition the court to order it unless the 
individual members compo the firm would 
first make-a contraet in writing with him to pay 
him out of the firm's assets $15,000 for his sery- 
ices. Inorder to consummate the adjastment 
Tanner says the firm was forced to sign the con- 
tract he demanded, and also $2,500 more. It is 
asserted that the amount to be paid by the agree- 
ment with Parker is out of all proportion to the 
amount that he should have received: The court 
is asked to annul the contract made between the 
receiver to pay him $17,500 and expénses and re- 
move Parker and appoint another receiver. 

Mr. Parker, however, tells a different story. 
He says: “They wanted me to go to New York 
and effect a settlement for 50 per cent, and 
agreed to give me $15,000 in addition to my court 
fees. They signed a contract to that effect, 
Tanner sighing with the rest. I made the settle- 
ment and every one was satisfied. It was more 
than most of the créditors expected and more 
than they would have gotten under any other cir- 
cumstances, fur all the assets would have been 
eaten up dy litigation. When re- 
turned I made final report show- 
ing a balance of 88,100 and $382,000 in 
desperate claims. The 7 — agreed that 
Adams, Smith & Co. should collect these claims, 
and that the business should be divided pro rata 
between the partners. Tanner agreed to this 
without claiming any extortion. His interest in 
the firm only amounted to $1,000, and in twelve 
months he had drawn out $11,800. But he was 
not satisfied; he wanted to take the cash and 
leave them the accounts, Then he came to me 
and demanded $5,000, the matter to be kept 
secret. I refused and reported the matter to the 
other partners. About a week later a friend of 
his came tome and wanted to compromise for 
$2,000. I told him I considered it blackmail. 
Later he came down to $1,000, and recentiy it 
has been intimated to me that if I would advance 
$500 the matter would be dropped. Finally Tan- 


ner went back to his partners and wanted to 


come in on the pro rata plan again, but they told 
him that as he had taken to the law he’d better 
continue in that line. In pure desperation he 
filed che petition. Aman by the name of Loew- 
enthal is said to be interested with him in the 
mutter. 


A Mortgage on a Child. 

A little case savoring strongly of ante-bellum 
days in the South came to light yesterday through 
a petition for habeas corpus in the Circuit Court. 
The petition was made by Mary McGee, a colored 
woman employed as a domestic on Michigan ave- 
nue, near Sixteenth street, for the recovery of 
her child. Anna, 7 years old, who, it is alleged, 
was unlawfully detained by Annie Appleton, also 
colored, living on La Salle street, near Twenty- 
fifth. The writ was issued by Judge Clifford, and 
was made returnable tomorrow morning. In 
August, 1887, Mrs. McGee placed her child in 
Mrs. Appleton’s care, agreeing to pay a certain 
sum per week for her board, Lately, it is al- 
leged, Mrs. McGee fell iato arrears and gave 
Mrs. Appletof a kind of chattel mortgage on the 
child: Mrs. MeGee could not meet her pay- 
ments on the mortgage, so she engaged Attorney 
Linder to recover it. Linder got hold of the 
child and returned her to her mother. Mrs. 
Appleton appealed to two colored police offi- 
cers. They, it is alleged, went to Sarris- 
ter Linder, and by threatening to have bim 
disbarred from practice in the police courts 
made him return the childto the holder of the 
mortgage. Linder called Attorney Jamies A. 
Peterson into consultation after being refused a 
replevin writ by Justice Bradwell. Peterson 
filed the petition fora writ of habeas corpus. 
The case seems ridiculous to persons versed in 
law, but was a weighty one to the persons inter- 
ested. The chattel mortgage was considered 
valid by the contracting parties and Barrister 
Linder acted apparentiy in good faith when he 
applied for a replevin writ on the child,

amount. About two months ago the total ship 


ments averaged 50000 tons a week, 
and the roads did not think business 
was good. There is no probability that 
disparity between railroad and lake and rail 
rates continues. It takes little more time to 
sbip through by lake and rail than it does by all 
rail, and as the former rates are less than one- 
half of the other nearly everybody ships that 
way.
